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Government looks to ban seven breeds 

According to a recent announcement 
from the Ministry for Agricuiture, the 
Government is iooking to ban the 
importation and breeding of seven 
different types of dog, ciassified as 
dangerous. 



More than 20,000 
cars stolen each year 

The theft of vehicies was the third most 
common crime committed in Portugai, 
poiice figures made pubiic have shown. 



In 2006, a total of 24,468 cars 
were reported stolen in Portugal, 
whieh gives an average of 60 ve- 
hieles a day. 

Police authorities, while reluc- 
tant to disclose exaet figures for 
2007, admit that there has been a 
slight reduction in the number of 
cars thefts. 

But there has been a strong 
shift upwards in the number of 
earj ackings, with an increase of 34 
pereent when figures for 2007 are 


eompared with those registered 
in 2006. 

While 364 ears were taken 
from their owner’s possession 
through the use of violence in 

2006, this numberrose to 488 in 

2007. 

Poliee explain this growing 
trend of resorting to violence in 
order to steal a ear due to the dif- 
fieulty thieves have in laying their 
hands on newer, more secure ve- 
hieles. 
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Cross-breeding with any of the 
seven is also to be prohibited, the 
dramatie law ehange being due to 
what Minister Jaime Silva de- 
seribed as a “very serious” reeent 
history of attaeks by these so- 
ealled ‘dangerous dogs’ . 

“This law ehange will go ahead, 
and I personally would like it 
signed and implemented as soon 
as next week. The history of at- 
taeks has pushed us to be swift in 
taking aetion, as the ineidents have 
had devastating eonsequenees”, 
he said. 

The seven potentially danger- 
ous breeds soon to be banned fi-om 
entering, being bred or eross-bred 
in this eountry are the Brazilian 
F ila dog, the Argentinean Doge, the 
Pit Bull T errier, the Rotweiller, the 
Ameriean Staffordshire terrier, the 
Staffordshire bull-terrier, and the 
Tosa Inu. 

At present, in Portugal, some 
5,500 dogs eonsideredtobe dan- 
gerous have been offieially regis- 
tered, with around a further 1 ,000 
identified following an attaek or 
for showing signs ofuneontrolla- 
ble aggression. 

More than half of these regis- 
tered animals are in Lisbon 
(1,656), the remaining majority 
being found in Oporto (1,015), 
and Faro (1,003). 

Despite saying that, both as a 
eabinet minister and as a eitizen 
he is “not a defender of prohibi- 
tive measures”, Jaime Silva has 
stressed that the ‘disrespeet for 
the law shown by a number of 
owners of dangerous breeds’, 
spurred the ministry to take im- 
mediate aetion, and not put law 
ehanges off for any longer. 

Currently in the Ministry for 
Agrieulture’s possession, being 


deliberated, the proposed deeree 
fully forbids the reproduetion, 
breeding or eross-breeding of the 
afore-mentioned types of dog, as 
well as their entry into the eoun- 
try, be it through exterior pur- 
ehasing, as an offering or an ex- 
ehange. 

An exeeption is to be opened 
to dogs registered in the ‘Book 
ofPortuguese Origins’ (LOP), as 
well as to animals used in the 
army or for state seeurity. 

As a eonsequenee of the im- 
pending law, owners of ‘danger- 
ous dogs’ will be obligated to 
sterilize their animals. If this is 
not done within a two-month 
period after the law is imple- 
mented, owners may faee a fine 
ofbetween€500 and €45,000. 

Control meehanisms will be 
reinforeed, as will awareness 
eampaigns and legal obligations 
for anyone owning one of these 
breeds. 

A ‘dangerous dog’ is, by offi- 
eial definition, an animal that due 
to its size or aggressive nature, 
as well as jaw strength, eould 
eause serious injury or death to 
people or other animals. 

Owners must be over the age 
of 1 8, have a speeial lieense re- 
quested from their loeal eity or 
village hall (Junta de Freguesia). 
To obtain this lieenee the dog 
must be vaeeinated against rabies 
and have an ID mieroehip. 

Owners must also have insur- 
anee for ‘eivie responsibilities’ 
as well as annual eriminal reeord 
eheeks. 

On the street, the dogs must 
always wear a muzzle, have a 
metre-long lead attaehed to a eol- 
lar or ehest-strap, and be led by 
an individual over the age of 1 6.

Over-the-limit 
taxi-drivermows 
down school- 
children, then flees 

Four school-children, all girls aged between six and 12, 
were run over by an on-duty taxi driver earlier this week 
whilst on a zebra crossing in Oporto’s Praga das Flores. 
The driver later turned himself in and was found to be 
almost twice over the legal limit. 


None of the four girls were fa- 
tally injured, though one of the 
older girls is in a eoma in Oporto’ s 
Sao Joao hospital’s Intensive 
Care unit. Her condition is de- 
scribed by medieal experts as 
“very serious”. 

The ineident happened when 
the four girls, all friends and resi- 
dent on the same street, Rua das 
Antas, were leaving the 
Fontanario shopping eentre 
where they had been playing. As 
they were erossing Av. F emao de 
Magalhaes, a taxi reportedly 
‘flew’ out ofthe Flores tunnel, at 
very high speed and eollided with 
the group of girls, knoeking eaeh 
one in a different direetion. 

F ollowing the aeeident the taxi 
driver fled the seene. He was 
eventually denounced to poliee 
by a eolleague, who after hearing 
about the ineident on the radio 
grew suspieious of his fellow 
driver ’ s nervous behavior as well 
as of the dents in his vehieles. 

It was more than an hour after 
the ineident that the 44-year-old 
culprit turned himself in to the 
poliee. He was made an offieial 
suspeet in knoeking the girls 
down and further aeeused of flee- 
ing the seene, and failing to pro- 
vide assistanee. 


At the time of his statement, 
following tests, the driver 
showed 0,92 grams of aleohol per 
litre of blood, signifieantly over 
the 0.5 maximum limit tolerated 
by law. Offieials believe that at 
the time of the ineident this quan- 
tity could have been as high as 
1.22. 

Named as Soraia (12), her sis- 
ters Mariana (6) and Catia (8), 
and their friend Tania, also 
thought to be around 12, the four 
girls have injuries ranging be- 
tween small serapes to life threat- 
ening. They were all students at 
the Ramalho Ortigao Sehool. 

Tania, whose injuries left her 
in a eoma, is said to have ‘very se- 
rious’ head injuries as well as a 
fraetured spine. The other eld- 
est, Soraia, was trapped under- 
neath the vehiele and dragged 
along the road for almost 50 me- 
tres as the driver sought to flee the 
seene. Her injuries include a bro- 
ken pelvis, extensive bruising to 
the faee and erushed fingertips. 

Those who witnessed the in- 
eident believe the taxi driver fled 
the seene “beeause he knew he 
would be arrested for drink-driv- 
ing”. 

He was released on bail after a 
eourt hearing.

Girl harassed in Porches 



A man with grey hair in a ponytail and several gold rings on his fingers, travelling in a dark SUV with tinted 
windows and a yellow license plate, is being sought after by the GNR after they received a report from the 
family of a 1 5 year old resident in Senhora da Rocha, Porches. News of the incident spread throughout 
the Algarve like wildfire, as an e-mail containing a description of the incident was forwarded by hundreds 
of people in the region.

Over a week ago, at around 
15h30, a 15-year old girl was 
making her way back home from 
a local supermarket, merely 200 
metres from home, when a jeep 
is said to have pulled up on the 
side of the road and a man with 
his trousers down tried to pull her 
into it. 



The girl managed to pull away 
and run home. Adding to her for- 
tune another car arrived nearby 
shortly after the incident and 
seemed to have scared the indi- 
vidual away. 

Unable to recognise the 
number plate, the girl did man- 
aged to recall the features of her 
attacker and his vehicle. 

GNR police are dealing with 
the case, not as an attempt of kid- 
napping, but as sexual exhibition- 
ism. 

When contacted by The Por- 
tugal News the father, who 
would like to remain anonymous, 
did not wish to comment on the 
situation but said: “The police are 
doing their utmost to find this in- 
dividual”. 

Earlier in the week, he sent an 
email describing the individual 
and the car to several friends and 
acquaintances; since then the 
email has spread at an enormous 
speed across the Algarve, reach- 
ing hundreds of people. 

He also asked coffee shops, 
petrol stations and other estab- 
lishments for help in the search 
for this man.

Inspectors from the Cultural Activities Board 
(IGAC) last year set new records in their fight 
against piracy. In a year where their operating 
methods were subjected to numerous 
reforms, the IGAC seized 236,258 illegal 
DVD’s, CD’s, books and computer files, with a 
market value of over €5.4 million. 


From the random 1,819 in- 
spections conducted in 2007 (32 
percent more than 2006) the 
number of offences recorded was 
their highest ever with 89 1 . A to- 
tal of 354 of these offences were 
related to illegal copies of videos 
and 332 to music. For the Portu- 
guese Authors’ Society (SPA) 
these numbers confirm that pi- 
racy continues to grow. 

“Despite the efforts of the 
IGAC and ASAE health and 
safety inspectors, the results are 
far from what reality demands” 
said Jose Jorge Eetria, vice-presi- 
dent of SPA. 

“Only by creating a new men- 


tality, which will have to be 
taught in schools, and tough con- 
trol will make it be possible to 
avoid the proliferation of this 
black market”, he added. 

In 2007, IGAC carried out 73 
control operations at fairs and 
markets, resulting in 414 appre- 
hensions and 373 offenders. 
Greater Eisbon, Setubal and 
North-Centre Region were the 
areas most operated in. 

According to the report, bars, 
restaurants and discotheques 
playing illegal sound tracks still 
have between 93 and 100 per- 
cent of offenders in certain coun- 
cils. 


Socialists soften 
stance on body 
piecing ban 


Earlier this week the PS So- 
cialist party announced their 
intent to have all body piercings 
in ‘sensitive’ areas banned; an 
announcement that immediate 
caused controversy due to the 
strict proposed rules and con- 
sequences for those who carry 
them out, as well as those who 
have them done. Later mid-week 
the party slackened somewhat 
in their stance, an admitted be- 
ing open to “reviewing their 
views and ideas” on piercing and 
its participants in general. 

Announced over the week- 
end, the new law-project ini- 
tially aimed to control the use of 
piercings and tattoos by com- 
pletely prohibiting tongue- 
piercings as well as piercings in 
‘sensitive’ areas, i.e. ‘near blood 
vessels, nerves and muscles’ . 

However, on Tuesday the 
Socialist Party admitted they 
would be ‘open’ to reviewing 
their stance, as well as accept- 
ing that under 18s could have 
tattoos or piercings , with the full 
acknowledgement and respon- 
sibility of the family. 

Amongst PS ’ s first proposed 
law-changes was the complete 
banning of body piercings, tat- 
toos and permanent make-up for 
anyone under the age of 1 8 . 

However, should the initial 
law-changes come into force, 
one of the main alterations 
would mean it will be compul- 
sory for anyone over the age of 
18 opting to embellish their 
body with a piecing or a tattoo 
to sign a consent form that es- 
tablishments must keep as part 
of confidential client files. Also 
in these files will be information 
about who conferred with the 
client, dates, which technician 
carried out the procedure, and a 


detailed description about the 
site and exact type of tattoo or 
piercing that was done. 

These files must be kept on the 
premises for a five-year period. 

Health concerns are said to be 
behind the PS’s drastic action, 
the party having implied that the 
new regulations may avoid the 
transmission of diseases such as 
Hepatitis B and C, as well as the 
HIV virus, risks commonly as- 
sociated to breaches of hygiene 
concerning tattoos and piercings. 

With the exception of a decree 
implemented towards the end of 
2005 that limited the use of nickel 
in body piercings, there are no 
other legal regulations for the 
practice of ‘body art’ . 

Concerning the complete ban 
on piercings in specific body 
places. Socialist Deputy Renato 
Sampaio argues, “The mouth is 
one of the places where any vi- 
rus or bacteria is most easily ab- 
sorbed or transmitted”. 

Here is also the possibility 
that any piercings in ‘sensitive’ 
areas (near blood vessels, nerves 
and muscles, or more specifi- 
cally, for example in eyebrows, 
navel, genitals and nose) will be 
totally banned. 

It seems, however, that estab- 
lishments providing these serv- 
ices will feel the most significant 
consequences. Fines varying be- 
tween € 1 ,500 and €45,000 have 
been suggested for any salon or 
tattoo parlor disrespecting the 
impending proposal, which also 
defines technical procedures and 
types of materials used. 

“Our objective is not to be for- 
bidding, but to regulate an activ- 
ity as well as looking out for 
those who adhere to it, prevent- 
ing the transmission of dis- 
eases”, said Sampaio.

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The man who ojntrols Faro’s skies 


Over the past five years, Faro airport has experienced 
some significant changes, all of which have occurred 
under the watchful eye of its current director, Antonio 
Correia Mendes. Here, in an exclusive interview with The 
Portugal News, he speaks of the airport’s past, present 
and future, his own personal goals, and what it is like to be 
in charge of The Gateway to the Algarve’. 



Antonio Correia Mendes is a 
youthful, yet reserved character, 
undertaking a role that demands 
great responsibility and dyna- 
mism. 

When asked to describe his role 
as an airport director, it sounds 
far less glamorous and more mun- 
dane than what many of us may 
have seen on various TV pro- 
grammes, though his challenges 
and obstacles faced remain very 
real. 

“It is like managing any other 
large company”, he explains, 
“Faro airport has around 195 
employees, there is marketing to 
take care of, finances, general 
business matters and meetings . . . 
It is not like we have our own 
airplanes. Wejust travel on them 
every now and then ! ” 

“At Faro airport we have two 


types of clients; we have passen- 
gers, and we have the airline com- 
panies. My job is mainly to sort 
out any problems that either cli- 
ent may have”. 

Antonio Mendes initiated his 
career at Faro five years ago, a 
natural progression of a career 
that started in construction. 

“It wasn’t a choice, it was the 
choice of the person who invited 
me to take on the job”, he jokes. 

But still, he has witnessed and 
welcomed a number of develop- 
ments, as well as one of that in- 
dustry’ s most significant phases 
of progression. He elaborates, 
“The introduction of low-cost 
flights really changed the num- 
bers relating to passengers and 
visitors to the region”. 

If, in the past, low-cost flights 
have helped the region flourish. 


2007 being one of the most suc- 
cessful years to date, this year 
Antonio Mendes does not fore- 


see the figures showing any dra- 
matic changes, for a number of 
reasons. In fact, optimism for 
growth this year is not at an all- 
time high. 

“Last year was a very good 
year for the airport. We had a 
growth of almost eight per cent. 
In November last year we regis- 
tered a small decrease in the 
number of passenger figures in 
comparison to the same month of 
2006, so this year I don’t expect 
anything extraordinary to hap- 
pen. In fact it may even stagnate. 
There might be a small growth in 
summer, but at the moment the 
airlines are condensing their 
flights, which has its pros and 
cons. There was so much on of- 
fer, the airlines are now reducing 
the number of flights, which in 
turn means they are arriving 
fuller”, he adds. 

At the moment airlines are ex- 
periencing quite a remarkable 
phenomenon, with a succession 
of take-overs and buy-outs. 

At the end of 2007, low-cost 
airline easy Jet bought out GB 
airways, German carriers TUI 
have taken over from F irst Choice 
and Thomsonfiy, conglomerat- 
ing the group. Air Berlin bought 
LTU, and, more recently, Tuifiy 
has put in an offer for German 
low-cost airline Germanwings. 
All this activity, as well as the 
state of the economy, is having 
unstable effects on travel in gen- 
eral, he says. 

“Since September the British 
pound has been so deflated in 
comparison to the euro, it has 
gone down by nearly ten per cent, 
so this means that, in the UK, 
people are becoming more reluc- 
tant to spend money on holi- 
days”. 

Even so, the UK market still 
remains the airport’s strongest 
contender, representing 60 per 
cent of all traffic and still going 
strong. The second largest, the 
German market, is not looking so 
healthy. “It is not growing, in fact, 
quite the contrary”. 

The Irish market has shown 
quite a surprising “explosion”, 
and was the only market to show 
steady growth, with the Dutch 
market taking fourth place. 

Even though the airport has 


enj oyed continuous growth in the 
number of passengers, it is, ac- 
cording to its director and based 
on present figures, “A good 30 or 
40 years off reaching its maxi- 
mum capacity”. 

So if this is the case, what does 
Director Mendes think of the re- 
cent reports on the new airports 
that may take shape in Louie and 
Portimao? 

“They are two very different 
situations. Faro only has one 
runway, we have large passenger 
planes landing and taking off and 
we can only accommodate x 
amount of movements per hour. 
The new infrastructure planned 
for Louie will work comple- 
mentarily with Faro as it is tar- 
geted at smaller and private 
planes. If we have to choose, of 
course, we would rather allocate 
more timeslots for bigger planes 
to this runway”. 

“I don’t know anything about 
the airport in Portimao. I have 
heard something about it being 
intended for low-cost flights, but 
I haven’t seen an official proj ect. 
But I don’t think we have that 
much demand for low-cost flights 
that a second airport is necessary. 
I can’t see why the flights need 
to be divided”. 

Privatisation of Portugal’s 
national airports has been an- 
other recent proposal, and is one 
that appears to be in favour. 

“The block privatisation of 
national airports was an idea put 
forward by the Government as a 
desire and necessity for ANA”, 
(ANA - Aeroportos de Portugal, 
the corporation in charge of pro- 
viding airport services for civil 
aviation in Portugal). “However, 
there isn’tyet a definitive model. 
In Oporto a group of private busi- 
nessmen showed their interest in 
taking over the privatisation, and 
the same happened here”. 

Hotel and resort group 
AHETA are rumoured to have 
shown interest in obtaining their 
share of Faro. 

“But whether privatisation 
will happen in block or individu- 
ally, is what the Government 
must decide. I am in favour, but 
whether it should be global or in- 
dividual, that we must see”. 

This year will see new routes 


introduced to Faro, though no 
specific destination has, as yet, 
been confirmed. 

“We are always on the search 
for new destinations”, he says, 
“and some will be introduced 
soon”. 

Despite Ryanair’s failed at- 
tempt to connect Faro to Spain, 
through their yearlong route to 
Madrid (which closed just 
months ago), and an ill-fated 
two-month Faro-Barcelona 
route, Spainremains on the cards. 

“To me Spain is almost like a 
domestic market and I will do 
everything possible to obtain 
flights there”. 

He says that whilst reintroduc- 
ing direct flights to Madrid is one 
of his main goals, his biggest aim 
yet is to introduce a direct route 
to Paris. 

“It always has been one of my 
main ambitions, and always will 
be, for a thousand and one differ- 
ent reasons. I will continue to in- 
sist on this route, but I ’ m not sure 
if or when it will happen”. 

In 1992 Faro airport saw one 
of its most tragic accidents to 
date, when a Dutch Martinair 
DC- 1 0 aircraft crashed onto the 
runway in severe weather condi- 
tions, also partly put down to 
crew error. 

Of 327 passengers and a crew 
of 13, 56 people were killed and 
1 06 were injured. Since that date, 
F aro ’ s airport has seen more than 
500,000 take offs and landings, 
with only a handful of emergency 
procedures being carried out, all 
successfully, following an inter- 
national emergency response 
model. 

Antonio Mendes Correia’s 
office overlooks this runway, a 
privileged view from a unique 
viewpoint; a view almost as ex- 
citing as the one from the aircraft 
that land and take off from the 
stretch of tarmac. 

So what is it like to run an air- 
port, control the skies and be in 
charge of ‘The Gateway to the 
Algarve’? 

“It is exhilarating. Who 
doesn’t like to travel? But it is 
fascinating to watch the aircraft 
take off and land, it isn’t normal 
for a human being to fly, and that 
is what makes it so fascinating”.

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Lisbon tops EU safety rankings 




Pick pocketing and theft of 
personal items were also lowest 
in Portugal. 

While Portuguese were among 
the most pessimistic on the pos- 
sibility of being burgled in the 


coming year, (coupled with the 
fact that Portuguese have the 
fourth highest number of burglar 
alarms in the EU) reported crime 
statistics show that Portugal was 
only second to Estonia for the 


least number of reported burgla- 
ries. 

The study was conducted in 
the 15 “old” EU countries, as 
well as newer members Poland, 
Hungary and Estonia. 


EP denies urgency in 
Lisbon bridge repairs 


Portuguese Road Com- 
pany de Portugal (EP) 

has denied that major re- 
pairs are urgently required 
on the 25 de Abril bridge, 
contradicting recent reports 
in national newspapers Sol 
and Expresso, opting for con- 
servational works that will be 
carried out in 2009. 

EP vice-president Eduardo 
Gomes has said that, eventu- 
ally, deep infrastructural 
works will be necessary, 
which is rule of thumb for 
any bridge aged between 40 
and 60 years (the Ponte 25 de 
Abril is now 42 years old). 


though the bridge did have a 
structural overhaul in the 
1990 ’s so it could accommo- 
date train crossings as well. 

In-depth reparations have 
been in planning since 2004, 
but EP has yet to set a date for 
them to be carried out. EP have 
denied an urgent intervention 
is necessary, claiming their 
constant monitoring of the 
bridge along with that of the 
Institute for Welding and 
Quality, has not yet picked up 
on any major problems. 

Ample conservation works 
have been confirmed for next 
year, and include painting 


through to verifying the weld- 
ing. 

It is thought that this will 
cause extreme complications 
for traffic crossing the bridge, 
and may last a few months. 

More significant renova- 
tions, like replacing the ex- 
isting road-supports, will not 
only have high economic 
costs, but “elevated social 
costs as well”. 

This type of work would be 
expected to last at least one 
year, cost several million 
euros, and would require a 
plan to minimize the loss of 
concession fees. 


The Portuguese capital is the least likely 
city, in continental Europe, for a murder to 
occur. When including the leading cities of 
the 27 European Union member states, 
the only capital with a better rate is La 
Valetta, Malta, which saw none of its 7,000 
inhabitants murdered during the period in 
question (2006). 


According to the official EU 
statistics agency, Lisbon remains 
one of the safest cities in Europe. 

While the average murder rate 
in Europe is 1 . 3 5 per one hundred 
thousand inhabitants, Lisbon is 
less than half that figure, with a 
rate of 0.68/100,000. 

In Portugal as a whole, 148 
people were murdered in 2006, 
while latest provisional figures 
show that 1 30 people were killed 
in the eountry last year. 

The most unsafe capital is Es- 
tonia’ s Tallin, with a rate of 9.75 
murders for every 100,000 inhab- 
itants, though only 91 killings 
took place in that country. 

In England and Wales, 755 
murders were reported in 2006, 
while 727 people were killed in 
Germany, while Erance topped 
the list in the EU with 879 deaths . 

Turkey, which is on the verge 
of j oining the EU, reported almost 
four thousand murders in 2006. 

But not all is positive for Por- 
tugal, with the number of violent 
crimes totaling 24,155, an in- 
crease of five percent in relation 
to the previous year. The only 
country with a higher increase in 
violent crime was Prance, where 
figures rose by seven percent. 

Burglaries in Portugal reached 
23,314 eases in 2006, 15 times 
less than the total for England and 
Wales over the same period. 

These figures follow the recent 
publication of a study conducted 
by a eonsortium, including EU 
and UN agencies, which found 
that Lisbon is the safest city in 
the European Union. At the op- 
posite end of the scale, the report, 
unveiled London as the most dan- 
gerous capital in which to live. 

As opposed to aecessing po- 
lice crime registries of the Euro- 
pean Union states surveyed, re- 
searchers interviewed thousands 
of inhabitants (between 1,200 
and 5,000) in 1 8 countries to as- 
sess their own personal experi- 


ences with crime. 

The European Crime and 
Safety Survey, conducted by a 
consortium including Gallup and 
UN agency UNICRI, said the 
Portuguese capital was the saf- 
est, with only one in ten saying 
they had ever been affected by 
crime. 

The number of crimes against 
foreign residents/immigrants in 
Portugal and so-called hate 
crimes were also revealed as be- 
ing among the lowest in the EU. 

London meanwhile topped 
the crime league table, with 30 
percent of the British capital’s 
residents saying they had been 
the victim of theft or burglaries. 

Even on a global scale, the sur- 
vey does not make pleasant read- 
ing for Londoners, with both 
New Y ork and Istanbul said to be 
safer places to live. 

Besides London, other crime 
hotspots identified by research- 
ers were the Irish Republic, Es- 
tonia, Netherlands and Denmark, 
where “insecurity” rates were all 
at least 30 percent above the Eu- 
ropean average. 

Greece topped the corruption 
table, and Athens also topped the 
list over concerns regarding bur- 
glaries and safety on the streets. 

Once more, Portugal revealed 
a marked improvement between 
1996 and 2005 in terms of corrup- 
tion, and is now rated less cor- 
rupt than a host of EU countries, 
including Erance and Denmark. 

However, and on a more nega- 
tive note, Lisbon was only beaten 
by Greece regarding the direct ex- 
periences residents had had in 
their area with drug-related prob- 
lems or trafficking of illegal sub- 
stances. 

Amongst a host of other find- 
ings published by researchers, it 
was found that Portuguese were 
the least supportive of impris- 
onment for the recidivist burglar, 
saying a community service or- 


der was the best course of action 
to take under these circum- 
stanees. 

Portuguese were also the most 
responsive to researchers’ ad- 
vances, with 71.5 percent willing 
to set aside time to complete a 
survey. 

The study, which was initi- 
ated in 2004, found that overall, 
1 5 percent of Europeans had been 
the victims of crime. 

Eight years before, when the 
last such study was conducted, 
21 percent of EU citizens said 
they had suffered at the hands of 
criminals. 

Despite the generalised fall in 
crime, three in ten Europeans said 
they felt unsafe when walking 
the streets of their cities of resi- 
dence. 

The report also further indi- 
cates that owners of bicycles and 
motorbikes in Portugal were the 
most unlikely in the EU to find 
their methods of transport had 
been stolen.

LUSOPHONE WORLD IN BRIEF 

Timor president pians to return home by 
next month 

The commander of Portuguese peacekeepers in East Timor de- 
scribed President Jose Ramos Horta’ s recovery from an assassi- 
nation attempt last month as remarkable, and said the wounded 
statesman planned to return home from hospitalisation in Aus- 
tralia by next month. 

Captain Martinho of the Republican National Guard (GNR) 
told Lusa by telephone that he had found Ramos Horta “well and 
lucid” during a one-hour visit in hospital in Darwin, Australia, where 
he delivered a letter and gifts of Port wine and traditional pastry 
from Portuguese President Cavaco Silva. 

Income tax reintroduced in Bissau after 
27-year absence 

Guinea-Bissau’ s citizens are to begin paying income tax for the 
first time in over 25 years, media in the West African state reported. 
Guinean weekly newspaper No Pintcha said lawmakers have ap- 
proved the introduction of income tax for all nationals between 1 8 
and 60 years of age living both inside the country and abroad. Pri- 
vate and public sector workers will pay a standard 1 % tax on their 
monthly salaries. “Funds coming from tax revenues will be dis- 
tributed in the following way: 50% to the State Treasury and 50% 
for the regions,” No Pintcha reported. 

Cape Verde - 40% of population have 
mobile phones 

Over one in three Cape V erdeans now has a ceU phone but internet 
use in the archipelago remains limited, the country’s ANAC 
telecoms regulator said. Around 40 percent of Cape Verde’ s 450,000 
population had a cell phone at the end of 2007, ANAC said, and 
liberalisation of the sector last December means mobile use will 
continue to rise at the expense of fixed connections. 

Mozambique attackers seriously wound 
Portuguese missionary on eve of 
President Cavaco Silva visit 

Robbers killed a Catholic mission guard and seriously wounded 
a Portuguese missionary with machete blows at the weekend in 
northern Mozambique, a church official said Monday. The Fri- 
day night attack in Cabo Delgado province came less than 24 hours 
before Portuguese President Anibal Cavaco Silva and his family 
arrived in the southern capital, Maputo, for a week-long holiday 
that was followed by an official visit to Lisbon’ s former colony. 

Cape Verde hosts meet of EU island 
territories 

Officials from European Union island territories met with Cape 
Verdean counterparts in Mindelo Monday, to discuss ways of in- 
fluencing EU policies towards the bloc’s “ultra-peripheral” zones. 
The three-day meeting of municipal officials from the Confedera- 
tion of European Union Ultra-peripheral Regions, participants 
said, aimed to press for their organisation’ s inclusion in the EU’ s 
Committee of Regions. Cape Verde, which gained a “special part- 
nership” status with the EU last December, participates in the mu- 
nicipal confederation as an observer. The confederation embraces 
the Portuguese islands of Madeira and the Azores, Spain’s Ca- 
nary Islands, and the French territories of Martinique, Reunion, 
Guadalupe, and Guyana. 

France forgives Sao Tome debt, 
proposes new cooperation plan 

France has pardoned Sao Tome and Principe’ s euros 7.6 million 
debt and presented the islands ’ new government with a four-year 
cooperation framework. French envoy Frederic Marlet signed the 
debt pardon in the archipelago ’ s capital Friday with Finance Min- 
ister Raul Cravid, and unveiled the proposed bilateral cooperation 
plan in a meeting with Prime Minister Patrice Trovoada. Marlet 
said the debt pardon aimed to encourage the new government’s 
anti-poverty programmes. 

UN agency to provide food aid to 60,000 
Mozambique cyclone victims 

The UN’ s World Food Programme (WFP) will provide emer- 
gency food aid to some 60,000 Mozambican victims of last week’ s 
Cyclone Jokwe, according to a senior Maputo official. “We are 
still assessing the needs so the numbers could increase”, the direc- 
tor of the national disaster management agency, Bonifacio Antonio, 
was quoted as saying Monday by UN aid department’ s IRIN news 
agency. Antonio said the WFP was committed to aiding 60,000 
people, mostly in northern Mozambique where Jokwe killed 17 
people and destroyed or damaged about 30,000 houses last week. 
The cyclone came on the heels of massive flooding in central Mo- 
zambique in December, that displaced about 100,000 people. The 
WFP has already provided more than 3,000 metric tons of emer- 
gency food aid to victims of the floods. 

Timor PM Gusmao says improved justice 
system needed to overcome crisis 

East Timor is experiencing “difficult moments” following last 
month’s attacks on its leaders and the country’s justice system 
must be improved to restore Timorese public confidence in demo- 
cratic institutions. Prime Minister Xanana Gusmao said.

The European Commission is 
providing €30 million in humani- 
tarian aid to improve drought pre- 
paredness in the Greater Horn of 
Africa. 

The lives and livelihoods of 
around 12millionpeopleareatrisk 
in the region because of recurrent 
severe droughts. 

The Commission’ s aim is to re- 
duce their vulnerability by helping 
communities to improve their re- 
sponse to, and preparedness for 
recurrent drougk cycles .

Immigration and border offi- 
cials from the Lusophone bloc 
have called for bolstered coopera- 
tion in the common fight against 
people, drugs and arms traffick- 
ing in a meeting in the Cape 
Verdean capital. 

“Transnational organized 
crime, such as the traffic in arms, 
drugs and people and interna- 
tional terrorism, are threats that 
demand consistent cooperation 
mechanisms and exchange of in- 
formation among our services”, 
the head of Cape Verde’ s Foreign- 
ers and Frontiers Services, Julio 
Melicio, told the gathering late last 
week. 

He urged his counterparts from 
the eight-nation Community of 
Portuguese Language Countries 
(CPLP) to seek new forms of co- 
operation in the training of per- 
sonnel, exchange of information 
and introduction of new security 
technologies. 

The islands’ internal adminis- 
tration minister, Livio Lopes, 
called on his Lusophone partners 
to work to “standardize and har- 
monise procedures and measures” 
to combat illegal immigration and 
trans-border criminal activity. 

The meeting is the seventh of 
its kind between CPLP immigra- 
tion and border services. In a re- 
lated development, a public 
awareness campaign against hu- 
mantrafficking, using the slogan: 
“You are not for sale !” , kicked off 
in the archipelago last Thursday. 

The campaign, financed by the 
Council of Europe, is also under 
way in Portugal and Brazil, two 
other CPLP member states.

Capitalizing Gains and Losses 


The history of capital gains 
treatment stateside is interest- 
ing. As well, it is reflective of 
how the American tax author- 
ity periodically tampers with 
the tax law. Erom 1 9 1 3 to 1 92 1 , 
capital gains were taxed at 7% . 
In 1921, a rate of 12.5% was 
applied to assets held for two 
years or more. Erom 1942, in- 
vestors could exclude 50% of 
gains on assets held for at least

So a Single taxpayer whose 
taxable income is less than

To take maximum advantage 
of capital gains tax rates, inves- 
tors need to understand what 
happens when there is an inter- 
play between short-term and 
long-term gains, the distinction 
being for assets held for more 
than one year before sold ver- 
sus assets held for less than a 
year. Long term gains are taxed 
at the favorable capital gain tax 
rates. Short term gains are taxed 
at ordinary income tax rates. 

So a sale can be long term. Or 
it can be short term.

What these rates mean in 
terms of US tax brackets can best 
be understood from the ordi- 
nary income tax brackets them- 
selves: 


long term gains while short term 
losses offset short term gains. 
But when short term losses 
exceed $3,000, you must use 
these up first to offset that 
ordinary income with the 
balance being carry-forwarded 
with the long term losses to a 
subsequent tax year(s).

EU proposes measure 
against VAT fraud 


The European Commission 
this week adopted proposals for 
the amendment of the VAT Di- 
rective and the VAT Administra- 
tive Cooperation Regulation to 
speed up the collection and ex- 
change of information on intra- 
Community transactions from 
2010 onwards. 

The EU says these measures 
will enable member states to de- 
tect so-called carousel fraud very 
quickly. 

The proposals follow on from 
a recent communication on the 


improvement of administrative 
cooperation between member 
states to improve the fight against 
VAT fraud. They are part of a 
range of legislative and adminis- 
trative measures which have 
been, or are about to be, agreed in 
order to combat V AT fraud more 
effectively. 

Laszlo Kovacs, the European 
Commissioner responsible for 
taxation and the customs union, 
said: “The measures being pro- 
posed today are the first step to- 
wards a more effective fight against 


VAT fraud. Their advantages are 
that they can be implemented very 
quickly and do not impose any sig- 
nificant administrative burdens on 
economic operators.” 
Intra-Community carousel 
VAT fraud occurs where a person 
liable for VAT who has acquired 
goods or services within the Com- 
munity on which no VAT has 
been paid supplies these goods or 
services within the Community 
with VAT imposed but then ‘dis- 
appears’ without paying the 
VAT into the Exchequer. 


IRS 2007 : How to avoid double taxation 


Eor many foreign residents, 
moving to Portugal means mov- 
ing into a new tax system. With 
careful planning, expatriates 
can reduce or even eliminate li- 
ability to income and capital 
gains taxes in their home juris- 
dictions. Instead, as a foreign 
resident, you become subject to 
the tax laws of Portugal, which, 
in many cases, turns out to be 
far less onerous, allowing you 
to keep more of your income. 
If you also make use of interna- 
tional investment services, you 
may well be able to protect 
your capital even further. 

That’ s the ideal situation, but 
the reality for many expatriates 
turns out to be different. 


Do your homework 

The first step is to make sure 
that you are non-resident in your 
home jurisdiction. Each country 
has a defined procedure to free 
yourself of tax residency status. 
At the same time, you need to es- 
tablish your Eiscal Residency in 
Portugal. The first step is to sub- 
mit your first “IRS” individual 
income tax return. Subsequently, 
present an application for a “Cer- 
tificate of Eiscal Residency”. 
With this document, you can 
stop withholding at source on 
pensions, bank accounts and the 
like. You may well be entitled to 
a refund for any tax improperly 
withheld. 

If you have income sourced at 
home, such as from renting out a 
property, you may have to de- 


clare this on an annual local tax 
return and are liable to tax on it. 
However, having such “source” 
income also means that you will 
most likely retain any personal 
tax allowances, offering some 
tax relief.

Overtwo-thirds of Europeans 
prefer policy decisions on the en- 
vironment to be made at Euro- 
pean Union level, according to a 
Eurobarometer survey pub- 
lished recently. 

The report also shows that 
Europeans are increasingly 
aware of the role played by the 
environment in their daily lives. 

More than 95 percent of Eu- 
ropean citizens feel that it is im- 
portant to protect the environ- 
ment. Some 80 percent also feel 
it influences their quality of life 
and consider that they have a role 
to play in protecting it. Climate 
change tops the list of Europe- 
ans’ environmental concerns, 
followed by pollution and man- 
made disasters. 

Environment Commissioner 
Stavros Dimas said: “Most Eu- 
ropeans say that the European 
Union should do more for the en- 
vironment and that decisions on 
the environment are best made at 
European level. An overwhelm- 
ing majority of Europeans see 
harmonised European environ- 
mental legislation as necessary, 
and believe that the EU should 
help other countries improve 
their environmental standards.” 

While the Eurobarometer sur- 
vey shows that the top five envi- 
ronmental issues Europeans are 
most concerned about are climate 
change, water and air pollution, 
man-made disasters, and the use 
of chemicals in everyday prod- 
ucts, a majority are also uneasy 
about the use of genetically- 
modified organisms (GMOs) in 
agriculture. A total of 5 8 percent 
of European citizens say they are 
apprehensive about the use of 
GMOs and 21 percent they are

Europe’ s citizens demonstrate 
a remarkable willingness to buy 
environmentally-friendly prod- 
ucts. About three quarters of Eu- 
ropeans declare they are ready to 
do so, even if this means paying a 
bit more. 

On average only 17 percent of 
Europeans said they had bought 
environmentally-friendly prod- 
ucts within the previous month. 
This means that nearly 60 per- 
cent of Europeans say they are 
willing to switch to consuming 
green products, but have not yet 
done so. The majority of Euro- 
peans (52 percent) say they 
would be able to recognise a 
genuinely environmentally 
friendly product by its label. 

As to whether environmen- 
tal protection is an obstacle to 
favourable economic perform- 
ance or a motivation to inno- 
vate, nearly two-thirds of Eu- 
ropeans feel that protecting the 
environment is more of an in- 
centive to innovate (63 percent) 
than an obstacle to economic 
performance (16 percent). Al- 
most as many Europeans (64 
percent) feel that protecting the 
environment must be given pri- 
ority over economic competi- 
tiveness and 18 percent feel 
that competitiveness is more 
important. 

More than two-thirds of Eu- 
ropean citizens are also con- 
vinced that the progress of in- 
dividual countries should be 
measured using social, environ- 
mental and economic indicators 
while a minority (15 percent) 
believe that progress should be 
mostly based on monetary and 
economic indicators.

EU approves two percent 
increase in milk quotas

European Union agriculture 
ministers this week 
approved the European 
Commission’s proposal for a 
two percent increase in milk 
quotas beginning on 1 April 
2008 to meet growing 
demand both within the 
European Union and on 
global markets. 

The increase, a total of 2.84 
million tonnes, would apply on 
an equal basis to the 27 member 
states. 

The EU says this move does 
not prejudge the ongoing review 
of the dairy market in the Health 
Check of the Common Agricul- 
tural Policy, where the Commis- 
sion has suggested a gradual in- 
crease in quotas before they ex- 
pire on 31 March 2015. 

In December, the Commis- 
sion published a report showing 
that demand for milk has grown 
between 2003 and 2007 and is 
expected to continue growing 
between 2007 and 2014. 

The outlook for both demand 
and prices on the world market 
is equally positive. The report 
showed that a two percent in- 
crease was fully justified. 




Civil service unions ciaimed heavy support 
in their strike iast Friday that hobbied 
schoois, heaith services and government 
departments across Portugai in a 
showdown against Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates’ Sociaiist administration’s wage 
and reform poiicies. 


A spokeswoman for the Com- 
mon Front of civil service un- 
ions, Ana Avoila, told the Lusa 
News Agency about 70 percent 
of employees at the targeted 
public sectors joined the one- 
day strike, especially health and 
education workers. 

Public services in the districts 
of Lisbon, Coimbra, Faro and 
Beja were the most affected, 
Avoila said. 

Earlier in the week, the la- 
bour and welfare minister, 
Jose Antonio Vieira da Silva, 
said he did not understand why 
the strike, capping a week of 
various protests, had been 
called when the government 
was still in negotiations with 
the unions. 

The stay- away targeting only 
selected public services came 
amid growing dissatisfaction 
with Socrates’ three years of 
belt- tightening measures and re- 
forms. 

In the biggest demonstration 


seen in many years, some 
100,000 public school teachers 
marched in Lisbon last weekend 
to protest plans to introduce a 
new evaluation scheme for 
teachers. 

The head of the largest CGTP 
labour confederation. Commu- 
nist leader Manuel Carvalho da 
Silva, charged the Socialist gov- 
ernment “does not understand or 
does not want to interpret work- 
ers’ protests” in pushing ahead 
with unpopular policies. 

Portuguese workers had lost 
purchasing power for seven con- 
secutive years, Carvalho da 
Silva said, adding that this 
year’ s government proposal for 
civil service salary hikes of 2.1 
percent would again fall below 
inflation. 

Beyond wages, Friday’s 
strike also targeted government 
austerity policies to control pro- 
motions and raise the age of re- 
tirement, among other issues.

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Thousands weep

Mothers showed fury to- 
wards the company responsible 
for the event, ‘Everything is 
New’. 

One mother explained: “I 


bought the tickets four months 
ago and when we arrived I heard 
that some kids had been sleeping 
here since Thursday. This is un- 
acceptable . . . , they let the kids in. 
They were jumping around for a 
long time and then it was an- 
nounced there would be no show. 
Some children were falhng to their 
knees crying”. 

Promoters of the event, ‘Eve- 
rythingisNew’ apologised for the 
inconvenience caused and said 


the concert has been rescheduled 
for the 29* of June, the same tick- 
ets being valid for entry . The tick- 
ets are also reimbursable.

Hun(jreds of kilos of cocaine found in ship container 


A ship cargo container being 
held in Lisbon’s port and des- 
tined for Alicante, Spain, was 
seized by Portuguese police 
when more than 500 kilos of 
cocaine were discovered inside. 
The recently announced con- 
fiscation took place on Eebru- 
ary 29* and was carried out in 
cooperation with Spanish po- 
hce. 

Lisbon’s Special Maritime 
Customs officials confirmed in- 


side the container there were 
514.4 kilos of highly pure co- 
caine, a quantity large enough to 
produce around 5 . 1 million indi- 
vidual doses. 

Believed to have originated in 
Gambia, the substance was di- 
vided in 470 separate packages, 
each weighing over a kilo, in 39 
cardboard boxes all stored inside 
the container. Documents ac- 
companying the container said it 
contained paper handkerchiefs 


and was destined for a Portu- 
guese company, located in the 
Algarve. 

Customs officers singled out 
the container for further inspec- 
tion using criteria and techniques 
designed to evaluate situations of 
risk. 

Their suspicions proved right 
and it was discovered, through 
working with Spanish police, 
that the container was actually 
destined for Villajoyosa, 


Alicante, where a 50-year-old 
English citizen believed to be the 
recipient was subsequently ar- 
rested. 

He was identified upon receiv- 
ing the container that had been 
allowed to continue its j oumey , 
under police control, and with- 
out the drugs, which were re- 
moved and kept in Portugal. 

The investigation is still on 
going; it is expected more ar- 
rests will be made soon.

Since then the opera has 
been performed many times in 
English and Dutch. The opera is 
set in a mediaeval city and the 
large cast includes two principals, 
seventeen soloists and a chorus. 
The music is melodic and catchy 
and the opera is accompanied by 
a small ensemble. 

Eaithfully following Oscar 
Wilde’s touching fairytale, the 
opera tells the story of a golden 
statue of a prince who stands 


high above his city observing the 
misery and suffering of the poor. 
He persuades a little swallow to 
delay his flight south to Egypt 
and to take all the prince’s gold 
and jewels to share out among the 
poor. The swallow has many ad- 
ventures in his role as messenger 
around the city. 

Gita explained that as a child 
she had been inspired by Oscar 
Wilde’s story: “It was beauti- 
fully written and extremely 
touching. When the prince de- 
manded that the swallow pluck 
outhis eyes, I was in tears”. Years 
later, when Gita was looking for 
ideas for an opera, she remem- 
bered this vivid scene. This be- 
came the starting point of her 
writing and composing. “I started 
in the middle, playing with a 
musical phrase and then recorded 
it. It was certainly not a linear 
process.” Gita kept as close to 
the original text as possible as she 
felt Wilde’ s writing was both rich 
and accessible to children. “The 
poetic qualities of the original 
prose meant that the lyrics came 
easily. The music then fol- 
lowed as each character in- 
spired a particular mood.” 
Students who leave their 
homework assignments to 
the last minute will be 
pleased to learn that Gita’ s 
greatest creative drive came 
from working under time 
pressure: “Eor the first per- 
formance in Brussels, we 
had already sold tickets be- 
fore I had finished writing 
the music!” 

The high levels of profes- 


sionalism achieved by the young 
performers are impressive. They 
rehearsed regularly for over a 
year with more intensive practice 
in the weeks leading up to last 
autumn ’ s performances . A week- 
end away together really brought 
the singers together and helped 
create a strong sense of team 
work. The group evolved, aided 
by a hard-working support team 
who turned their hands to set de- 
sign, costumes, make-up, trans- 
port of props not to mention the 
production of endless supplies of 
sandwiches and soft drinks. 
Gradually the cast grew into their 
roles, improvising and adapting 
to the new challenges as their con- 
fidence increased. Gita readily 
admits that she was probably 
the most nervous of all the per- 
formers before each show. The 
students themselves exuded 
youthful energy on stage; by 
dress rehearsal both the soloists 
and the chorus were working 
well together. Ultimately, it is 
this strong contrast between the 
lone voices and the power of the 
large chorus that builds up the 
tension as the story progresses. 

If you have not yet had the 
privilege of seeing a highly tal- 
ented group of singers perform 
the Happy Prince, then it is 
well worth a trip to Lisbon.

Tickets cost €10, €7,50 €5 
euros and all proceeds will go to 
charity.

“Carvoeiro is one of Lagoa’ s 
main tourist areas and the centre 
has experienced some problems 
with parking, in a space that 
should be destined to pedestri- 
ans and those who visit us”, 
Lagoa Mayor Jose Inacio 
Marques said over the weekend.

The existing parking lot next 
to the beach, with 40 spaces, is 
going to be closed with a new one 
opening close to the Algar Seco 
road, with a capacity for 80 ve- 
hicles. 

The two roads that lead to the 
beach, Pescadores andBarranco, 


will still be open, but with re- 
stricted traffic because there wiU 
be no parking areas nearby. 

Drivers instead are advised to 
take alternative routes to travel 
to different parts of the town. 

The main purpose of the 
renovations is to create a social, 
tranquil and inviting areaforresi- 
dents and tourists close to one 
of the most beautiful beaches of 
the Algarve, explained the 
mayor. 

Also at Carvoeiro beach, the 
problems of bad smells that used 
to affect the area appear to have 
been rectified with the new cen- 
tral sewer. 

Carvoeiro ’s sewers are now 
connected to the new ETAR 
(Water Treatment Plant) in 
Boavista, which cost Aguas do 
Algarve around €6.6 million.

Nails with a shorter free 
edge (the tip) can look great even 
when painted and can carry a 
beautifril French Manicure finish 
even better than long nails as it 
looks completely natural.

Then she discovered she had 
raised cholesterol, putting her 
more at risk of heart disease her- 
self “I’ve been aware for five or 
six years that it was the silent 
killer,” she says, adding that un- 
like high blood pressure, high 
cholesterol has no warning signs. 

“I have an overactive thyroid, 
so everytime I went to see my 
doctor, he kept banging on, say- 
ing, ‘Yourcholesterolistoohigh’. 
It was 6.9 and it should be 5, so 
he was worried about it.” 

Cardiovascular disease 
(CVD), whichhas been linkedto 
high cholesterol, kills one in three 
people in the UK. Along with 
strokes, it is the biggest killer of 
women, responsible for more 
deaths than the next five causes 
combined. 

While most women are aware 
they need to check regularly for 
signs ofbreast cancer, cholesterol 
sometimes doesn’t even register, 
even though it could be respon- 
sible for nine times as many 
deaths. Women aged over 45 are 
even more at risk of heart disease 


due to rising cholesterol levels 
triggered by the hormonal 
changes during the menopause, 
according to research. 

Because not enough women are 
aware of the dangers, Gloria has 
teamed up with Flora pro . acti v to 
educate more women about this 
issue, as part of the Check For 
Change campaign. “The meno- 
pause effects women in different 
ways,” she says. “I didn’t do 
HRT (Hormone Replacement 
Therapy) because of the threat of 
breast cancer, which runs in our 
family.” Gloria’ s daughter Caron 
Keating died from breast cancer in 
2004 after a seven-year battle with 
the disease. 

“I know women who really 
suffer from night sweats and 
things, but I took alternative medi- 
cine and it was really smooth for 
me. The majority of doctors treat 
the symptoms but they don’t tell 
you what you ha ve to do . For my 
mother, it was all downhill after 
the menopause, but women now 
are living longer and cholesterol 
is a real threat.” 


Gloria took part in Flora’s 
three- week challenge to cut down 
her cholesterol - and was amazed 
by the results. “It came down to 
5 .2 over the three weeks which is 
the lowest it’s ever been,” she 
says. “I heard it couldbe brought 
down relatively easily, but I had 
been struggling for three years. 

“I had to step up exercise,” she 
says. “I do try to exercise any- 
way, but I rode my static bike 
every day for 15 minutes. On a 
good day. I’d do 20 to 30 minutes 
and put it in front of the TV be- 
cause by the time I’d watched 
news I’d done the 20 minutes. I 
have to enjoy exercise.” 

Sugary treats were also a no- 
no. “I don’thave much of a sweet 
tooth for puddings, but I have a 
biscuit and cake cupboard for my 
grandchildren. I had to put a men- 
tal lock on the cupboard,” she 
adds. 

“I drank Flora pro.activ drinks, 
which prevent your gut absorb- 
ing bad cholesterol, and when I 
had those afternoon sugar 
cravings, I had a yoghurt, so it 
was very easy to do, I was really 


pleased!” 

Irish-bom Gloria says, “I have 
always been keen on preventative 
medicine, I believe we should all 
give ourselves the best chance. 
Doctors are under a lot of stress 
time-wise and the Government 
should spend more time educat- 
ing people about their health and 
more on preventative treatment, 
so they don’t have to cope with 
frill hospitals. Eighty percent of 
heart conditions are preventable.” 


As Dr Heather Currie, Associ- 
ate Specialist Gynaecologist and 
Obstetrician at Dumfries and Gal- 
loway Royal Infirmary in Scot- 
land, says: “Among the common 
side effects, such as hot flushes and 
night sweats, raised cholesterol is 
a symptom that menopausal 
women can control.”

Add the mushroom mixture 
and the cooked pasta to the cheese 
mixture and stir to combine . T aste 
and adjust the seasoning. 

Transfer the mixture to the 
ovenproof dish and bake in the 
oven for 12-15 minutes, or until 
the top is browned and bubbly. 
Garnish with the fresh sage 
leaves to serve.

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Summer bulb beauties 


The daffodils may be blooming, but if you want to dazzle your visitors with summer colour, 
you ought to be thinking about planting summer bulbs throughout spring. 



While most spring-flowering 
bulbs can be planted at any time 
in the autumn, summer-flower- 
ing bulbs need more care. Lilies 
should be planted in early spring 
before the bulbs dry out, while 
dahlias, cannas and begonias that 
are not frost-hardy should be 
planted out now. While dahlias 
have sprung back into fashion in 
recent years, the once-gaudy 
gladiolus, a favourite of Dame 
Edna Everage, is also making a 
comeback in more subtle colours 
which would suit most tastes. 

The delicate-looking Gladi- 
olus callianthus ‘Murielae’, origi- 
nally from central Africa, has been 
crowned the 2008 Summer Bulb 
of the Year at the annual event 
hosted by The Netherlands 
Elower Bulb Information Centre. 

Industry experts voted it the 
‘must have’ bulb to plant this 
spring, for blooming in summer 
2008, because of its appearance, 
versatility and ease of growing.

be enjoyed on mild late summer 
evenings. 

This upright perennial with 
fragrant white flowers and dis- 
tinctive purple markings in the 
throat, has sword-like grassy 
leaves about half as tall as the 45 
to 60cm arching flower spikes. 

The flowers look particularly 
dramatic against a dark, leafy 
backdrop of summer-flowering 
evergreens such as cistus or 
escallonia or a deep dark-leafed 
Berberis. 

It flourishes when planted 1 0- 
1 6cm deep in fertile, well drained 
soil and in full sun. The flowers 
bloom from August to Septem- 
ber. Plant it in an accessible area 
of the garden, such as beside a 
pathway, where you can enjoy 
the fantastic scent. 

Gladioli can also be used to fill 
gaps in borders, especially the 
late-flowering types, which pro- 
vide a burst of colour when many 
other flowering shrubs and per- 
ennials have faded. 

All gladioli - and many sum- 
mer-flowering bulbs in general - 
like rich, free-draining soil in a 
sunny, sheltered position. Plant 
gladioli in clumps of five to seven 
corms, 10cm deep and 10cm 
apart, during March and April. 

If you’re growing bulbs in 
heavy clay soils, lighten them 
with compost and sand or grit, to 
ease drainage. 

Large-flowering gladioh can be 
difficult to incorporate into 
mixed beds because their tall, 
heavy spikes can look incongru- 
ous against other plantings, but 
smaller species and hybrids are 
lighter and prettier and blend in 
more easily. 

Try Gladiolus communis 
subsp. byzantinus, a cottage gar- 
den favourite with 90cm spikes 
carrying bright magenta flowers 
above the sword- shaped leaves. 
This one will spread to form large 
clumps if left undisturbed, which 
are easily lifted and divided. 

Another good variety is Gladi- 
olus X colvillei ‘The Bride’ , pro- 
ducing elegant, ivory-white flow- 
ers on 60cm stems, which are 
great for cutting, or G. ‘Prins 
Claus’, a slightly larger variety 
with soft red-pink markings on 
the petals. These two types are 
often sold in a mix of G. nanus 
varieties, and look good in groups 
of 10 or more at the front of a 
border. They also look good 
against silver shrubs.

What’s in store 


Now is a good time to see where there are bare patches in your 
garden needing more colour. The following plantswill give an in- 
stant effect. 

Some of the most beautiful of the flowering plants are at their 
best at the moment and include the Osteospermums , often found 
in garden centres under their former name, Dimorphoteca. Their 
largish daisy type flowers are in a variety of colours that range 
from white through cream to pink and deep purplish blue. One of 
the many cultivars is the unusual, spoon-shaped ‘Whirligig’ that 
has whitish blue petals. The majority of these plants grow to a 
height and spread of about 60cm and need to be grown in a fertile 
well drained soil mixture, and if you have very heavy soil do mix 
in some sharp sand - but not from the sea shore as this will be 
salty ! They do need watering during the very dry season and then 
they will flower for many months of the year, especially if they 
are dead headed. If frost is predicted it is advisable to give some 
protection as some do suffer slightly during very cold spells. 

Th& Euryops species are very colourful with their yellow daisy 
like flowers and like the previous plants attain a height and spread 
of between 40cm and one metre depending on the variety. Both 
these and the previous plants are good for placing throughout 
shrubberies, to cover the ground between the higher growing shrubs 
and give plenty of colour throughout many months of the year. 
They need to be grown in full sun in a fertile soil mixture that is 
well drained and do need watering during the active flowering and 
growing period. To encourage successive flowering trim off the 
dead flower heads periodically. Protection is advisable if frost is

THE TOOLS FOR THE JOB 


Measuring 
up to the job 


□ 


You won’t get far doing DIY if you can’t 
measure properiy but it’s actuaiiy 
surprisingiy easy to get 
measurements wrong, wasting time 
and materiais in the process. 


So, apart from double, even 
triple, eheeking your measure- 
ments, what else will help you 
get it right first time? 

Aeeurate measuring is vital 
before you order or buy materi- 
als beeause it helps you eost the 
job properly. Most things are 
sold in metrie quantities these 
days, but if you’re not eomfort- 
able working in metres, milli- 
metres, ete, stiek to imperial 
and eonvert it if you need to, or 
get the shop to eonvert it for 
you. 

The triek is to only work in 
one system to avoid eonfusion 
and inaeeuraeies. 

Having someone there to 
help you measure and eheek 
your measurements always 
helps, espeeially if you’re 
measuring a large area, doing a 


eomplieated ealeulation or us- 
ing a long tape measure. 

With a large area, it helps to 
drive in pegs as markers if pos- 
sible, when measuring a lawn, 
for example. If you’re measur- 
ing an irregular shape, whieh 
lawns often are, the easiest ap- 
proaeh is to divide it into rec- 
tangles and squares, measure 
these and then add them to- 
gether for your total. 

Whatever you’re measuring, 
make sure you work in good 
light and have everything you 
need to hand. And remember to 
allow extra for mistakes and 
wastage. It’s hard to generalise 
how much because it varies 
from job to job and material to 
material, but 10 per cent is of- 
ten enough.

: : Straightedges (either 

plain or calibrated) are useful 
when measuring and marking. 
They can be used to draw 
straight lines, test their 
straightness and transfer 
measurements accurately 
across an area longer than the 
ruler you’re using. You can 
also use them to check if a sur- 
face is flat. To check that the 
straightedge is itself accurate, 
take hold of it at one end and 
look down it to see if it curves. 

:: Bench rules are another 
useful measuring tool, and 
rigid ones can be screwed on 
to the top of a workbench, 
hence the name. Flexible ones 
are ideal for measuring 
curves, though it’s better to 


MARKING OUT 

When marking, felt-tip pens 
are easy to see but they’re too 
thick to be really precise. For 
this, you need a pencil - a sharp 
one. However, pencil lines can 
be hard to make out on some 
surfaces and can get erased in 
the process of cutting, when us- 
ing a water-cooled diamond- 
wheel tile cutter, for example. 

When you’re marking a sur- 
face before cutting it, use a craft 


use a fabric tape measure for 
tight curves. 

: : A metal ruler, preferably 
a long one, is a must for DIY. 
Unlike plastic rulers, you can’t 
score into them accidentally 
when using a craft knife. They 
also have the advantage of be- 
ing more rigid than plastic. 
The main problem with them 
is that they can slip on smooth 
surfaces, so make sure you 
spread your fingers out along 
the length of the ruler to hold 
it down well. Many steel rul- 
ers are calibrated all the way 
along so you can use the end 
of them for marking, as well 
as the length, which makes 
measuring and marking 
easier. 


On 
something like wood, these cut 
into the fibres slightly and en- 
able you to get a more precise 
cut. 

Accurate measuring and 
marking may not be as straight- 
forward as it seems, but it is 
something you’ll need to learn 
how to do for successful DIY. 
Remember, mistakes can be 
costly. 


QUICK FIX - 

short answers to tricky 

questions 

Q: Some of the tile grout around my bath is badiy 
discoioured and now I’ve noticed a stain in the iiving 
room, which is on the other side of the waii. What 
shouid I do? 


A: You need to treat the 
source of the stains rather than 
just treating the stains them- 
selves. This will probably in- 
volve removing the tiles, solv- 
ing the problem and then 
retiling. It may just be that the 
existing tiles are causing the 


staining or that the wall 
needs sealing. Once you’ve 
done all that, you can use a 
stain-block paint in the liv- 
ing room and redecorate. Get 
an expert in if, after investi- 
gating, you’re still not sure 
what’s causing the problem. 


Q: How do I mark a length of, say, wood out into equal 
parts? 


A: Probably the easiest an- 
swer is to place your ruler di- 
agonally across the wood and 
then decide how many divi- 
sions you want. Ensure that

about it?

A: Damaged switches and 
sockets should be switched 
off and taped over so they 
can’t be used.

Retail therapy - that morale- 
boosting splurge on an outfit, an 
expensive handbag or shoes - is all 
too common, but have you ever 
felt the same need to splash out on 
art? 

Y ou might be surprised to learn 
that art features on the shopping 
list for more and more women, 
who are melting the credit card to 
buy ‘wall candy’ - paintings and 
prints to dress their walls. 

For fashionistas, buying the 
work of a ‘hot’ artist gives the 
same thrill as getting a must-have 
Prada handbag or a couture dress. 

It’s about possessing some- 
thing special and exclusive that 
makes friends suitably envious, 
and might even turn out to be an 
investment. Men have a slightly 
different take - they ’ re starting to 
perceive art as a status symbol, like 
a top-of-the-range car. 

Galleries, fairs and auctions are 
generally enj oying growing atten- 
tion, and one of the most popular 
events attracting ‘ art-beginners ’ , 
through to experts, is The Afford- 
able Art Fair in London - which 
had pieces priced from £30 up to 
£3,000. 

Its director Nicky Wheeler 
says: “People aren’t just recognis- 
ing how important art is for their 
homes but also becoming more 
confident about choosing and 
buying it. 

“We see women, in particular, 
turning to art as a way of giving 
their homes individuality and to 
make a statement and express their 
personality and style - in the same 
way as they shop for clothes or 
shoes.” 

Apparently it’s the power of 
the sisterhood, as Nicky says: 
“Women are greatly influenced to 
buy by seeing art hung in their fe- 
male friends ’ houses, then want to 
make their own statement and will 
be quite adventurous. 

“Whereas, in general, we find 
men are much more inclined to be 
conservative and set in their 
taste.” 

That’ s all very well, but what 
about the rest of us who feel nerv- 
ous about taking the plunge into 
original art and lack the confidence 
to buy anything other than ‘mass 
art’ sold by the high street stores? 

Elinor Olisa, who co-owns, 
with Isobel Beauchamp, the Em- 
pire gallery in London and online 
company www.degreeart.com, 
sympathises: “A lot of people 
feel the so-called artworld isn’ t ac- 


cessible to them and it’ s too risky. 
So getting started can be hard for 
them. 

“They worry friends won’ t like 
their taste, and find it hard to work 
out how much something is really 
worth - it’s probably not an item 
they’ve bought before - so why 
should they?” 

In reality she says: “Nowa- 
days, it’s perfectly possible to 
buy affordable, original art. Don’t 
be afraid if you like something to 
ask questions at a gallery or fair 
and if possible talk to an artist 
about it. They should be happy 
to tell you anything you want to 
know. It will help you make up 
your mind, and give you more of 
an idea of the work involved and 
why it’ s the marked price.” 

Adding a canvas to your interi- 
ors wishlist isn’t hard. Eollowour 
guide to buying art: 

Home Is where the 
art Is 

How do you choose the art 
that’s right for you? 

Will Ramsay, founder of The 
Affordable Art Eair, advises: 
“Shopping for art should be an en- 
joyable, relaxed experience. If you 
like something take time to look 
at it, and consider whether you can 
live with it. 

“Remember that art’s subjec- 
tive and it needs to stir a love and 
lust in you, so follow your heart.” 

While gallery owner, Elinor 
Olisa, agrees: “It sounds simplis- 
tic but if you like it, it’s right for 
you. People worry too much about 
what others may feel about their 
taste or choice. 

“I advise people that if they 
like something - that’s good 
enough. They will know because 
the right piece will evoke positive 
feehngs and emotions ormemories 
that connect them to it.” 

Avoid an art attack 

How do you avoid the pitfalls? 

Will Ramsay says: “Prepara- 
tioniskey. Take time to think what 
you want before you arrive at a 
fair or gallery. 

“Have an idea of the space you 
are considering for the work so 
you get the size of the work in 
proportion to your room. Make 
sure you are familiar with colours, 
the degree of sunlight and general 
surroundings that will affect the 
look of a piece in a room.” 

He also advises doing your 
homework: Look at galleries’ 


online sites, j oin their mailing lists, 
and at shows collect postcards of 
work so you can consider them at 
home. 

Elinor Olisa advises: “Setyour- 
self a budget. Decide how much 
you are willing to spend on a par- 
ticular piece and never pay more 
for something than you feel com- 
fortable with.” Her gallery offers 
a 1 4-day money back guarantee so 
buyers can hang a piece at home 
and ‘live with it’ . 

Check authenticity - any art- 
work you buy should come with 
a certificate and be signed by the 
artist. 

Also check the edition of aprint, 
i.e. how many have been made. 
The smaller the edition or print 
run, the more exclusive it is. 

Ask what sort of print you’re 
buying. Print’s a general term 
which covers etchings, engrav- 
ings, drypoints, woodcuts, litho- 
graphs, lino cuts and silk- screen 
prints. 

Most experts advise buying a 
piece primarily because you love 
to look at it, and regarding invest- 
ment value as only a possible bo- 
nus. As they say in the trade ‘buy 
with your eye, not your ear’ . 

High Street art 

There ’ s a wealth of prints, can- 
vasses and photographs on the 
high street in stores like Habitat, 
Ikea and John Lewis. These are an 
easy entry into the world of art, 
and can be a good way of finding 
out where your taste lies. 

Jane Bailess, Assistant Buyer 
for John Lewis Decorative Acces- 
sories, says: “Art’ snow an essen- 
tial for smart rooms - and people 
are buying bigger and bolder. They 


want something original which 
makes a statement. 

“Often they’ll colour co-ordi- 
nate a painting to fit their room 
scheme, but it’s becoming more 
popular to use the artwork as an 
inspiration for a room.” 

Habitat’s popular collection 
starts from around £80 and in- 
cludes bold, colourful prints, it 
pinpoints the on-trend buy as 
black and white photographic 
prints. 

How to hang It 

Choosing the right place to hang 
art can be tricky. Stephanie 
Hoppen, author of Picture Perfect 
(Jacqui Small), a complete guide 
to choosing and displaying art, has 
invaluable tips. 


“Don’t assume you have to 
hang art in the living room, you 
may achieve more impact in a hall, 
kitchen/dining area, bedroom or 
even a bathroom,” she says. 

“Before you hang always sit or 
stand where you will most often 
be in a room before deciding what 
height to hang a piece. All too of- 
ten people hang pictures too high.” 
Great effect can be achieved by 
using a theme in a room that ap- 
peals such as sea scenes, animal 
prints or maps, she advises. 

Generally a large painting looks 
best with a shm frame, while small 
paintings can be enhanced by be- 
ing ‘overframed’ in a large elabo- 
rate frame. This makes a tiny pic- 
ture look extra precious.

But decorating’s not difficult 
and can give ahome agreatfacelrft. 

EXPERTS TIPS : “Planning is 
key to success, so you should 
write a list of what you want to 
do, the tools and materials in- 
volved and how long you think it 
will take. 

“Decorating often goes horri- 
bly wrong because people rush 
into it, don’t clear out the room 
properly, and under-estimate 
how much time it will take.” 

• If you can’t empty the room, 
move furniture into the middle and 


cover with dust sheets. Take up 
carpet and underlay. 

• If you are painting workfrom 
the top down ie: ceiling, walls 
and then woodwork. Use a flat 
finish emulsion, as silk will high- 
light every mark and uneven sur- 
face on your walls. Similarly, use 
eggshell on timber, particularly 
old timber, as it helps mask 
flaws and dents in the wood. 

• If painting new timber use 
knotting fluid to prevent knots 
falling out, then use primer, un- 
dercoat and a top coat. For the 
best finish T ommy advises two 
coats of top coat. After the first 
coat is completely dry use fine 
sandpaper to get a smooth fin- 
ish, then wipe clean with a rag 
lightly dipped in white spirit 
before applying second coat.

The dilemma facing the Chi- 
nese troops was that if they 
didn’t shoot, the crowds would 
inevitably grow bigger, for most 
Tibetans dream of independ- 
ence and fear that the mass im- 
migration of Han Chinese to 
Tibet is a form of cultural geno- 
cide. By Friday, 14 March the 
crowds had become so bold that 
it was they who turned to vio- 
lence, attacking Chinese civil- 
ians in Lhasa and looting and 
burning Chinese-owned shops, 
banks and hotels. 

The Chinese news agency 
Xinhua says that ten people 
were killed in Lhasa on Friday. 
The Tibetan government-in-ex- 
ile says that eighty were killed, 
and accounts by foreign tourists 
in Lhasa support the higher fig- 
ure. But so far, by most ac- 
counts, the victims have mostly 
been Han Chinese settlers 
killed by angry Tibetans. 

This doesn’t fit the simple 
foreign narrative of peaceful 
protesters and wicked Chi- 
nese, but nationalism, whether 
Tibetan or Fijian, is not an in- 
herently tolerant and peaceful 
phenomenon. Foreign troops 
who hold their fire are still for- 
eign occupiers, and innocent 
Chinese civilians who were en- 
couraged by their own govern- 
ment to come and set up busi- 
nesses in Lhasa are still unwel- 
come foreign agents of cultural 
genocide. 

All the players are sticking 
to their scripts. China insists 
that “the recent sabotage in 
Lhasa was organized, premedi- 
tated and masterminded by the 
Dalai clique” (the Dalai Lama 
is Tibet’s exiled spiritual 
leader). Qiangba Puncog, the 
puppet chairman of the Ti- 
betan Autonomous Region, 
vows that “The plot of the sepa- 
ratists will fail.” They have to 
say that, as otherwise they 
would have to admit that Tibet- 
ans don’t want to be ruled by 
China. 

The Dalai Lama insists that 
he is not seeking Tibetan in- 
dependence from China, but 
only more autonomy for Ti- 
bet’s culture and its Buddhist 
faith. As the violence in Tibet 
intensified, however, he had to 
harden his line. “Ultimately, 
the Chinese government is 
clinging of policy, not looking 
at the reality,” he told the BBC 
on 15 March. “They simply 
feel they have gun - so they can 
control. Obviously they can 
control. But they cannot con- 
trol human mind.” 

Foreign governments urge 
China to “exercise restraint,” 
but they carefully avoid ques- 
tioning Beijing’s right to rule 
Tibet. And with the unrest 
spreading to ethnically Ti- 
betan regions of neighbouring 
Chinese provinces — hun- 
dreds of monks from Labrang 
monastery marched through 
the town of Xiahe in Gansu 
province on 14 March — the 
time may soon come when 
Beijing decides it has to crush 
all dissent by force regardless 
of the impact on the Olympics. 

Force will succeed, as it has 
before. The 1959 uprising was 
crushed, the 1989 demonstra- 
tions in Tibet were crushed, 
and the current unrest there 
will be crushed as well. Tibet’ s 
only chance to recover its in- 
dependence will come if and 
when there is a change of re- 
gime in China. 


China did not traditionally 
seek to expand beyond the 
boundaries of the Middle 
Kingdom, an agrarian society 
that lived in the north Chinese 
plain and the river valleys of 
southern China. The non-Chi- 
nese territories that now make 
up the western third of the 
country — the deserts and oa- 
ses of Muslim Xinjiang and 
the high plateau of Tibet — 
were not conquered by Chi- 
nese, but rather swept into the 
same Mongol empire that con- 
quered China itself in the 1 3th 
century. 

Since the Mongol (Yuan) 
dynasty ruled from Beijing, 
Tibet came to be seen as a 
Chinese possession, but the 
subsequent (ethnically Chi- 
nese) Ming dynasty took little 
interest in it. When another 
foreign nation of mounted no- 
mads, the Manchus, con- 
quered China in 1 644, they too 
brought Tibet under Beijing’ s 
rule — and when the Manchu 
dynasty was finally over- 
thrown in 1911, Tibet again 
slipped from China’s control. 
For the next forty years, Tibet 
was effectively independent. 

The Chinese Communists 
seized power in 1949, and in- 
vaded Tibet the following year 
on the argument that “what 
was once ours is ours forever.” 
So long as they hold power in 
Beijing, they will also hold Ti- 
bet — but an interesting anal- 
ogy comes to mind. For the his- 
tory of the Baltic states — 
Lithuania, Latvia and Estonia 

— is not very different. 

They fell under the rule of 

the expanding Russian empire 
in the 18th century, but re- 
gained their independence af- 
ter revolution overthrew the 
Tsarist regime in 1917. They 
lost it again when the Soviet 
Union invaded them in 1940 

— but got it back when the 
Communist regime in Moscow 
collapsed in 1991. And the 
main motive for their drive for 
independence was fear that 
their languages and cultures 
were being submerged by a 
wave of Russian immigrants. 

As with the Baltic states, so 
too with Tibet. If there is ever 
a change of regime in Beijing, 
then a window of opportunity 
will open — and Tibet will 
have a couple of years to es- 
tablish its independence be- 
fore a new government 
emerges in Beijing that feels 
compelled to hold onto it in 
deference to Chinese nation- 
alist sentiment. But that win- 
dow is not open now.

The Romans had a significant 
presence in this area. Sirmione, a 
medieval hamlet in the southern 
peninsula, was a spa destination 
in Roman times and even now has 
thermal springs and impressive 
Roman ruins at the end of the 
promontory. 

While this historical town has 
been choked by tourism, if you 
visit in low season you’ll prob- 
ably gain more from not having 
to fight the crowds walking 
around the ramparts of the 13 th 
century castle, the Rocca 
Scaligera, with its swan-filled 
moat, and visiting the Grotte di 
Catullo (caves of Catullus), ahuge 
Roman villa on Sirmione ’ s north- 
ern tip which is believed to have 
belonged to the poet Catullus. 

It’s 98 miles around the lake, 
so you can drive around it in a 
day, although we were keen to 
explore the many gorgeous vil- 
lages and towns on its banks. To 
the north nearer the mountains it 
is windier and narrower, just two 
miles across at its narrowest 
point, and that’s where much of 
the sailing and windsurfing takes 
place. 

Further south there’s still a 
plethora of water-based activi- 
ties, from water skiing and jet 
skiing to scuba diving and fishing. 

We hired a motor boat from 
Moniga Del Garda in the south 
for the day to explore the lakeside 
towns from the water. Setting off 
early morning we weren’t pre- 
pared for hugely choppy waters 
prompted by the wind, but we 
went around the Isola di Garda - 
where you can take a tour through 
English and Italian gardens and a 
few rooms of the impressive 
early 20th century neo-gothic- 
Venetian style villa - and on to the 
elegant Gardone Riviera, a wel- 
coming town featuring a prom-

Silvella, a pretty campsite near 
Sale, on the south west of the 
lake, shaded by olive trees. Figs 
were also abundant and my chil- 
dren took great delight in picking 
ripe ones from a tree literally next 
to our mobile home. 

Our drive north took us past 
Salo through tree-lined roads 
alongside picturesque towns in- 
cluding Gardone Riviera and 
Gargnano and, almost at the tip 
of the lake, to the more commer- 
cial town of Limone, where you 
can hire pedalos, go for a swim or 
even catch a car ferry across the 
lake to Malcesine, also known as 
the Riviera of Olives, which was 
loved by many celebrated writ- 
ers and artists, most notably 
Goethe. 

Many of the campsites around 
Lake Garda (and there are a lot of 
them) are situated on the hillside 
and enjoy stunning views of the 
lake. We were able to access the 
lake from our campsite for a swim 
and to just watch the world go by. 

Make sure you have j elly shoes 
or other water-resistant foot- 
wear, though, as the big stones 
which you have to tackle to get 
into the water can prove hazard- 
ous if you attempt it in bare feet. 

Lake Garda, which lies around 
half way between Venice and 
Milan, was formed by glaciers at 
the end of the last ice age and is 
divided between the regions of 
Lombardy, Trentino and the 
Veneto. 

It may have an alpine setting, 
but the temperature is like the 
Mediterranean as the lake acts as 
a gigantic solar panel, with a ring 
of mountains retaining the heat. 

Shaped like an axe with its thin 


Driving aiong the precarious winding roads and through tunneis cut into the 
jagged mountains reminded me of a scene from The Itaiian Job. 


But it wasn’t a Mini we were 
travelling in, the location wasn’t 
Turin and Michael Caine was 


nowhere to be seen. In fact, we 
were doing a circuit of Lake 
Garda, Italy ’ s largest lake which 


lies in the foothills of the Dolo- 
mites in the north of the country. 
Hollywood star George 


Clooney may have 
chosen nearby 
Lake Como as his 
summer residence, 
but Lake Garda, 
peppered with a 
mixture of elabo- 
rate hotels, pebble 
beaches and beau- 
tiful towns against 
a stunning moun- 
tainous backdrop, 
has plenty to offer 
the discerning 
traveller. 

Thankfully, un- 
like other popular 
resorts, architects 
haven’t dug into 
the spectacular 
hillside to create 
holiday apart- 
ments or commer- 
cial villages. The 
scenery varies 
enormously, from 
the craggy moun- 
tains of the north, 
to the rich vine- 
yards of the middle 
reaches and the gentle plains 
which back the southern shores. 
We were staying at Europa

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enade lined with benches for visi- 
tors to sit and relax. 

As the water calmed down in 
the afternoon, we did some ex- 
ploring in the south, dropping 
anchor off the pretty beach of 
Manerba del Garda where we 
swam off the boat in the crystal 
clear fresh waterbefore setting off 
on a much more sedate voyage 
back to base. 

We found the west side of the 
lake slightly less commercial than 
the south east, which houses a 
variety of theme parks and other 
tourist attractions, although the 
east is also home to the stunning 
lakeside towns of Bardolino, 
where you can buy a very palat- 
able red wine from grapes grown 
in vineyards in the region, and 
Garda, a bustling town with a 
weekly market. 

I liked the fact that the theme 
parks - Gardaland is the biggest 
and most impressive- are all situ- 
ated within the same area. But 
check your dates - the day we 
drove to Canevaworld, a water 
park, was an Italian bank holiday 
and by the time we had got 
through the two-hour traffic j am 
the water park was crammed, al- 
most dangerously, to capacity. 


When we fancied a rest from 
driving, we took the ferry to 
Bardolino. On a sunny day the 
brightly colouredbuildings on the 
front in shades of burnt orange, 
salmon pink and mustard yellow 
provide a striking contrast to the 
vivid blue sky. 

It also has a most fantastic 
award-winning gelateria on the 
front offering a myriad of fla- 
vours, with delicious ice creams 
costing just €1.5, cheaper than 
the average lolly at home. 

If you are going to drive, I 
would recommend hiring a small 
car rather than a big people car- 
rier because parking can be tricky 
close to the lake in the height of 
season. 

The best mode of travel for 
me, however, was the ferry. Y ou 
can get to maj or towns across the 
lake this way, without the hassle 
of traffic or parking, although it 
is quite pricey - around €60 (£42) 
for a half-hour trip for a family of 
four. 

I have to say that eating out in 
Lake Garda is not cheap for fami- 
lies unless you live on shared piz- 
zas. ItistheCoteD’AzurofItaly, 
so expect to pay accordingly. 

Pasta is commonly served as a 


starter, but if you are going for a 
speciality then lean recommend 
the many risottos on offer, fla- 
voured with everything from 
mushroom to seafood. Lake fish 
(although the type is not always 
specified) is also widely available, 
as are other Italian delights in- 
cluding Parma ham, Milano sa- 
lami and game, as well as delicious 
local cheeses. We found the Ital- 
ians extremely child-friendly, the 
water cleaner than a lot of the 
Mediterranean and the ambience 
stylish but relaxed. All in all, the 
perfect Italianjob.

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Happy ending for 
Intermarche stray 

The Portugal News is happy to announce 
that the plight of a stray dog brought to light 
through a ‘Letterto the Editor’ published on 
February 23'^ edition 947, has had a very 
happy ending thanks to the ‘Refugio dos 
Burros’ donkey and animal sanctuary. 



The letter, sent in by a holiday- 
maker from Cardiff, told of a 
small brown dog seen scaveng- 
ing around the Intermarche litter 
bins in Carvoeiro, Lagoa. 

Such was the sympathy that 
this particular tourist felt that it 
motivated her to take action and 
voice her fears that no one would 
care for the animal, her main con- 
cern being that it would eventu- 
ally die. Having her holiday 
‘marred’ by the animal’s condi- 
tion and rejection on behalf of 
other shoppers, she took it upon 
herself to leave scraps of food and 
contact animals’ refuges to ask 
for help. 

Those who read the letter and 
sympathise with the cause will be 
pleased to know that the ‘Refugio 
dos Burros’ donkey and animal 
sanctuary have since managed to 


catch the dog in question, a small, 
brown dog described as “sweet 
but nervous”, and which has been 
named Belle. 

According to Christina Cottis, 
a Sanctuary shop volunteer and 
fundraiser. Donkey Sanctuary 
workers “managed to catch Belle 
after successive trips to 
Intermarche, to give her food and 
get her used to coming near to us. 
Despite what people think it is 
not easy catching a stray animal 
when it is scared and nervous of 
humans”. 

However, their persistence 
paid off and Belle is now in full 
swing of getting used to human 
contact.

They can also penetrate into the 
abdominal organs. Seeds may 
also migrate to areas near the 
spine, where they can cause con- 
siderable damage. When internal 
organs or the spine are affected, 
a pet may become very ill, not 
eat, and develop a fever. The pet 
may also have obvious prob- 
lems such as vomiting or diffi- 
culty breathing. 

So, after all those horrible 
grass facts, what can we do to 
protect our pets? 

Pets who spend more time 
outside, especially in fields and 
overgrown gardens, like mine, 
are at most risk of having prob- 
lems due to awns and seeds. If 
possible, prevent your pet 
from running through areas of 
tall grass, or grass that is obvi- 
ously seeding. (We are having 
it all cut back again this year in 
the hopes of curing the situa- 
tion). Make sure that every 
long haired dog has the fur on 
the feet cut back so that the seed 


Beware - the grass seed season approaches 

People who read this will no doubt think we have spent a lifetime with 
problem animals, really we haven’t but all the stories I write about are 
from ourown doggy owning years, things happen, you getthrough 
them and file them in the memory bank! 


The first brush with a grass 
seed was in the UK when my 
first Old English Sheepdog had 
a seed enter his foot which then 
reappeared on his shoulder, 
quite common it seems. Since 
moving down here we have had 
several brushes with the grass 
seeds. Of course the first one 
was Lennie, because of his 
Auto Immune issues and treat- 
ments his skin was like tissue 
paper and the seed lodged itself 
in his side. The resulting hole in 
his side was frightening. It took 
a couple of months of careful 
nursing to get it closed again, but 
that was the AI condition that 
aggravated the problems. Next 
was Chloe, a normally rela- 
tively sensible Old English 
Sheepdog, but this was a chal- 
lenge. Same time of year, 
March, she had a large red lump 
on her side towards her tummy. 
The most obvious cause was a 
grass seed. So, anaesthetic was 
given but 30 minutes later no 
grass seed could be found. She 
was stitched up and sent home. 
The lump came and went till 
August, when amazingly the 
lump was back, very large and 
sore. I bathed it with warm 
water and disinfectant. I was 
absolutely amazed when a grass 
seed came out, as was the Vet 
when I rang her! Goodness 
knows where it had been but at 
least it was now out. Our next 
candidate was Maisie, Julie’s 


Bearded Collie, swollen foot, 
bathed it couldn’t find anything, 
infection set in. Took her to the 
Vets and amazingly a seed was 
found. 

So the nitty grittys of grass 
seeds, which I am afraid has be- 
come rather long : There are many 
different kinds of grasses, (as 
well as other plants), that have 
seeds or awns (bristle-like fibers) 
that are a particular shape that 
allows them to stick to various 
surfaces. Here inPortugalthe land 
is covered in them, as is my gar- 
den, so no escape. The grasses not 
only stick, but can actually invade 
into the tissue of an animal’s 
body. 

How do grass seeds cause 
problems? 

These seeds may either enter 
the nose, get between the eye and 
eyelids, be found between the 
toes, or make their way into the 
gums, ears, toes, or other parts of 
an animal’s body. Those seeds 
causing the most problems are 
those shaped like small darts, 
which seem to be the No 1 in popu- 
larity onmy land. They have a very 
sharp point and a long tail with 
multiple fibres. When they come 
in contact with an animal’s skin 
or other body part, they prick it. 
A small swelling may result. If the 
awn or seed is not removed im- 
mediately, it may actually start to 
burrow in. Some can travel many 
inches reaching the animal’s in- 
ternal organs. 


What are the signs a grass 
seed may be present? 

Pets may react differently de- 
pending upon the number, loca- 
tion, and shape of the seed. 

Hair: If large seeds are in the 
hair behind the ears of a dog, there 
may be no sign of a problem other 
than matted hair. 

Ear: A seed in the ear canal 
may cause the pet to shake his 
head, scratch at the ear, rub his 
ear on the floor, or hold his head 
at a slightly tilted angle. 

Eye: A seed between the eye 
and the eyelid may cause the eye 
to become red and inflamed, 
sometimes with discharge or 
tears. An ulcer of the cornea 
could result and possibly lead to 
vision loss. 

Nose: A seed in the nose may 
cause the animal to sneeze, paw 
at the nose, and may result in 
some nasal discharge. 

Skin: A pet may chew at an 
area where seeds have become 
attached on the skin, and one or 
more of the following may occur: 

1. The pet is able to remove 

the seeds. 2. The seeds be- 
come attached to the gums, 
tongue, and mouth. 3. T h e 
seeds are swallowed. If swal- 
lowed, they may stick to the back 
of the throat near the tonsils and 
cause inflammation and swelling. 
Pets with seeds in this area may 
cough, retch, or gag, and have dif- 
ficulty eating and swallowing. 

4. The seeds burrow 
deeper into the skin. If this oc- 
curs, swelling, abscesses, and 
open draining sores may result. 

Lungs and other organs: 
Seeds and awns can be acciden- 
tally inhaled or migrate from the 
skin into the chest and enter the 
lung where they can cause very 
serious life-threatening abscesses. 


is easer to see. My Chloe has 
such long fur on her feet at the 
moment a seed could easily be 
trapped and we would never 
know. When returning from a 
field walk, groom your dog im- 
mediately and remove any 
seeds. Check closely between 
the toes, in the ears, and in the 
“armpits” and groin areas, since 
these are common places to 
find seeds and awns. If you find 
a seed, try removing it with a 
pair of tweezers. If you cannot 
remove the seed, contact your 
Vet as soon as possible, since it 
will only become more deeply 
buried and harder to take out. 

Once seeds and awns become 
buried, either in the skin, mouth, 
or other places, it is often very 
difficult to find them, and often 
requires surgery. The entry 
point may or may not be vis- 
ible, and it is often difficult to 
find the tiny seed itself, espe- 
cially if it has migrated several 
inches. Having to make several 
different incisions in an at- 
tempt to find the seed is often 
necessary, and there may be 
more than one seed. Some ani- 
mals have had to be placed on 
antibiotic or antifimgal medica- 
tions for very long periods of 
time due to infections caused by 
plant seeds and awns. 

Prevent your pet from chew- 
ing on grasses that have seed 
heads. If you think your pet 
may have eaten grass and is hav- 
ing problems such as coughing 
or gagging, again, contact your 
Vet as soon as possible. 

The bottom line: Protect 
your pet from encounters with 
grass seeds and awns. If you 
suspect your pet is having a 
problem due to seeds, contact 
your Vet as soon as possible, 
before a very serious condition 
develops. 

Gosh it is such fun owning a 
dog — and I own 4, how mad is 
that, all with long coats and too 
much fur on their feet! Keep 
your eyes open.

Compassion for the 
Lesotho Aids orphans 

Jill Kinsey is a missionary with a heart 
for the destitute, especially children. 


In February 2006, under the 
authority of the Lesotho Meth- 
odist Church, Jill officially 
opened a Children's Centre in 
Semonkong, to alleviate the 
suffering of the 2,000 AIDS or- 
phans in the area. 

Initially 2 1 of the most des- 
perate orphans, between the 
ages of 6 and 14 years, were 
given a place to live. The cen- 
tre currently has 66 children 
living in. One is just a young 
baby, of about 3 months who 
we unfortunately suspect to be 
HIV infected. 

The Centre is always grow- 
ing in numbers, and is always 
in need of help. They also have 
a shepherd school with 43 boys 


who learn in the evenings after 
their flocks are away. 

Semonkong consists of 84 
rural villages in Lesotho, 
Southern Africa. 

The Centre has a desire to 
keep orphans within their own 
communities, only children in 
dire need will be brought into 
live in care. Sadly, such chil- 
dren do exist. Child-headed 
households continue to grow 
and they are extremely vulner- 
able units. These children need 
to find secure homes 

There is a plan to start a new 
project this year in four small 
villages near Quthing, in the far 
south of Lesotho where 1 20 or- 
phans await help. 


When Joe first came to us, 
the children all used to sleep 
under the same roof. A few 
days after Joe’s arrival, there 
was a boys house. Enough 
said? 

Joe is 15, an ex-shepherd 
and not the most well behaved 
boy we have, but there is 
something about him that has 
touched us. 

It must be said, however, 
that his behaviour has im- 
proved greatly in the last year. 
Joe found his talent earlier 
last year as he began riding 
some of the horses in the lo- 
cal races and winning most of 
them. He worked for ages at 
the lodge on Saturdays and 
finally saved up for a bicycle 
(which will probably be in 
need of serious repairs soon). 
The bike gets ridden by eve- 
ryone, but Joe seems to have 
mastered it. 

Joe needs prayer. Often the 
tough guy act is put on be- 
cause of the fear that is inside. 



Sometimes that gets the bet- 
ter of him. He also is battling 
with school and needs to re- 
ally work hard if he wants to 
finish primary school. 

What is the future for such 
boys? Unless they can get 
through primary school, most 
endup as shepherds again, and 
that’s not what we want for 
Joe. If anyone has any jockey 
school/groom jobs etc they 
know of, please let us know, 
as that is really Joe’s talent.

Countless parents are turning to websites for help and advice aside 
from traditional sources like health visitors and doctors. We look at 
what sort of support such websites give, why they’re so popular, and 
whether parenting advice online is a positive step. 


Even the best parents need a 
little help sometimes - but hun- 
dreds of thousands of us are now 
requesting it everyday, from the 
comfort of our own front rooms. 

Stressed mums need look no 
further than their computer to 
start solving most childrearing 
problems, or have a quick chat 
with others in the same boat on 
one of the many advice-packed 
parenting websites. 

It ’ s become so easy that many 
parents turn to the internet first 
as a matter of course. But why 
has parenting chat become so 
popular? Shouldn’t we be figur- 
ing out answers for ourselves, or 
seeking professional help in per- 
son? 

These sites aren’t a substitute 
for traditional sources of 
parenting advice and support, 
such as health visitors, and 
mother and toddler groups, but 
a valuable additional resource, 
says Netmums co-founder 
Siobhan Freegard. 

She startedNetmums - a ‘fam- 
ily of local websites’ - when she 
felt isolated after having her first 
baby. The website she started in 
Harrow, London, quickly snow- 
balled and there are now 152 
Netmums sites around the coun- 
try (www.netmums.com). 

Freegard, now a mum of three, 
says: “Everything useful in a 
mum’s world is passed on by 
word of mouth, so if you don’t 
know other mums you don’t get 
the information. The idea was to 
make it easier for mums to speak 
to each other and help each other. 

“There had simply been a 
vacuum there - my isolated ex- 
perience was being played out by 
mums all around the country.” 

Resources on the site include 
information on issues such as 
child development, local activi- 
ties and household help, recipes, 
childcare and Local Meet-a- 
Mum. 

The site has almost 400,000 
members, the vast majority of 
whom are women, and, reveal- 


ingly, Netmums research found 
that 60% of them don’t live near 
their extended family. Just over 
60% felt they hadn’t been able to 
replace their absent family by 
meeting new friends in person. 

“What the website does is find 
a modem way to replace the ex- 
tended family,” says Freegard. 

Another extension to that fam- 
ily could be found at 
www.raisingkids.co.uk, where a 
third of the 1 80,000 unique visi- 
tors a month use its forums to make 
friends, according to founder, psy- 
chologist Dr Pat Spungin, while 
others log on in search of advice 
and information. 

She thinks the popularity of sites 
such as hers stems from the fact that 
attitudes to childrearing have 
changed so much. 

“Parents don’t look to their own 
parents for advice because they 
think things are different now. 
They’d rather go to a website 
where they either see what other 
people are doing, or what experts 
are recommending.” 

She adds: “Very often in the 
early years of parenting it’s quite 
difficult for people to make friends, 
so websites serve a vital purpose.” 

Another important factor is the 
fact that sites are available 24 hours 
a day. 

Carrie Longton, a co-founder of 
the ‘by parents, for parents’ site 
Mumsnet (www.mumsnet.com), 
says: “You can ask a question about 
literally anything to do with 
parenting on our discussion 
boards, and somebody will have an 
answer for you. 

“There are thousands and thou- 
sands of people with hard-earned 
parenting experiences that they’re 
willing to share 24/7.” 

As well as the discussion boards 
on topics ranging frombaby names 
to mother-in-laws, the site features 
‘expert’ advice, reviews, tips, and 
interviews. 

Longton says that some mums 
meet face-to-face after talking on 
the site, but adds that just convers- 
ing on the net is often all that’s 


ASKTHE EXPERT... 

Q: “I can’t give up cigarettes, but I now smoke outside to 
protect my children. Although they do see me sometimes, 
is what I’m doing enough to protect them from the effects 
of passive smoking?” 


A: Professor John Britton, 
chairman of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians’ Tobacco 
Advisory Group, says: “Giv- 
ing up altogether is the best 
thing. If you try to quit, and 
make sure you use the coun- 
selling support your GP or 
local stop smoking service 
can arrange, and use nicotine 
replacement therapy or other 
treatment to support the at- 
tempt, you may surprise your- 
self and make it. Certainly, if 
you don ’ t try, you ’ 11 always be 
a smoker. 

“If quitting isn’t going to 
happen, the next best thing is 
to smoke outside and make 


sure visitors to the house do the 
same. But as soon as your chil- 
dren are old enough to know 
what you’re doing, they’ll be 
learning from your example and 
may be more likely to become 
smokers as a result. 

“Children exposed to smoke 
in the home are at up to 70% in- 
creased risk of suffering acute 
chest infections, or asthma or 
middle ear disease, and for 
small babies there’s nearly 
twice the risk of cot death. 

“Smoking in a different part 
of the house doesn’t prevent the 
problem, because cigarette 
smoke spreads everywhere. It’s 
essential to go outdoors.” 



needed, or preferable in some cir- 
cumstances. 

“It can sometimes be advanta- 
geous to be anonymous, because 
parents might want to discuss 
things they’re worried about and 
might not want to talk about to 
friends. 

“The people you need to speak 


to are the people who are going 
through exactly the same things 
as you at the same time, and have 
come out the other side. 

“It’s a virtual shoulder to cry 
on.” 

It seems we’re all doing a lot of 
crying, if only online.

The money, handed over by the stars’ Not 
On Our Watch organization, is earmarked for the 
U.N.’s food aid agency to prevent hunger in the 
troubled Darfur region of Sudan. In a statement, 
Clooney said: “Without immediate additional 
funding, humanitarian aid in the region will be 
crippled.” Not On Our Watch has raised more than

million to the World Food Program. Clooney has

They said, ‘Are you really gonna 
get on a horse?’ I said, ‘Of course. I’ll do it just like 
Duke (John) Wayne used to do it. Get a ladder 
and climb up and get on! How do you think 
Wayne used to get up there?”. ({((»» Actress Tea 
Leoni has launched a new UNICEF initiative to 
raise awareness of children with Agent Orange- 
caused disabilities in Vietnam. The Deep Impact 
star, and ambassador for the charity, visited 
families and health centres with children suffering 
from birth defects linked to the chemical, which 
was widely used by the U.S. Army during the 
Vietnam War in the 1 960s and 1 970s.

Putting the record straight 

SIR, Having just read the let- 
ter which appeared in The Portu- 
gal News regarding conditions on 
Albufeira Camping, I wish it to 
be known that I, as the longest 
serving owner of a mobile home, 
(I have had over 24 years of pleas- 
ure on the campsite. I am now 83 
years of age and but for my ill- 
health would be there now), com- 
pletely disassociate myself from 
the contents of that letter. For the 
writer to say that it was from all 
the mobile home owners, I think 
he has done that without consult- 
ing everyone on the site, he cer- 
tainly never asked me. 

Also he complains about the 20 
years time limit. When I first 
bought my mobile home I asked 
what was the practical life span 
of them and was told that they 
should last 20 years, a forecast 
that has proved accurate, for a lot 
of those over 20 years have had 
to be completely renovated. 

The site itself has improved 
beyond recognition since the 
Boicafamily took over, and Ihave 
found them completely fair and 
open in their dealings, in fact 
some years they have not in- 
creased the ground rent at all. For 
instance this coming year is the 
same as last year, and some of the 
other charges, electricity and gas 
have actually reduced. 

Now let us be fair, the condi- 
tions and rules they have intro- 
duced are only standard practice 
on all such sites in the UK, and 
they will be governed by the EU 
now, so we cannot really com- 
plain. 

The fact that a lot of owners 
paid inflated prices just to get 
onto the site when there were few 


vacancies, and now prices have 
come back down to normal depre- 
ciation price levels cannot be 
blamed on the site owners. It was 
the home owners themselves 
who should have realised they 
were paying well over the odds 
for secondhand homes . 

I hope this letter has put mat- 
ters straight in regard to Albufeira 
Camping. I have also been an avid 
reader of your newspaper and 
very much miss its informative 
pieces when I am unable to visit.

Camping Albufeira 

SIR, Following a letter in your 
newspaper I would like to say 
how unfair it was. I have been 
holidaying on Camping Albufeira 
for 22 years. I bought my first 
mobile home there in 1 996. 1 am 
the 2nd longest caravan mobile 
home owner on the site. 

When I first bought my mobile 
home I was told that I could keep 
it on the site for 20 years. I was 
also told that if I ever sold it I had 
to do this through the site admin- 
istrator. 

Since the Boica family took 
over they have improved the site 
so much. New roads, gardens, 
patios, swimming pools, secu- 
rity etc. Mr. Boica and his fam- 
ily have bent over backwards to 
help me and many other mobile 
home owners. But as normal this 
is never enough for some English 
people. They all know that any 
sale of their mobile homes have 
to go through the camp office and 
a small commission has to be 
paid. But many mobile home 
owners have not done this and 
instead sold them with out pay- 


ing the camp. Other people have 
told the camp they have sold their 
mobile home for say €5,000, 
when in fact they have sold it for 
€30,000. The new owners have 
also told the same story, which 
is cheating the camp site out of 
their true commission. Which is 
unfair on the camp owners. 

In the UK you get a maximum 
of 10 years for a mobile home on 
a campsite, so 20 years in Portu- 
gal is more than fair. I also have 
seen people on the campsite that 
have caravans over 20 years old, 
that need scrapping, painting 
them, which makes the caravan 
site look ugly and very unattrac- 
tive. Some English people on the 
camp think they are above the 
rules and have tried to cheat the 
Boicafamily. 

As for the person who sent the 
letter in to your paper they have 
done this without consulting 
many caravan owners or the 
camp owners, which is a very 
cowardly thing to do. Can I also 
thank the Boica family for eve- 
rything they have done for us , the 
mobile home owners, over the 
years. 

I buy your newspaper all the 
time when F m in Portugal.

The hurt that never ends 

SIR, I am following the dig- 
gings of the orphanage in Jersey 
with horror and memories flood- 
ing back, as I and my brother 
were brought up in an orphanage 
in Glasgow. 

I was 5, my brother 4-years- 
old, [when he was] put in a freez- 
ing cold bath of water because he 
wet the bed. He was ridiculed and 
made to ‘wear’ the wet sheets on 
his head, and then beaten by the 
‘Sisters of Charity’, with long 
canes. 

I was constantly fighting the 
boys in the home, as my brother 
was just a terrified heap. Even- 
tually he became so ill with chest 
infections, he ended up as the 


youngest person to have a pace- 
maker, as his heart had been dam- 
aged so badly. 

He proceeded to drink himself 
to death, and died at the age of 5 2 . 
I was constantly told by the nuns 
I was a “brazen hussy” because I 
stood up to the brutes. 

The people in Jersey must find 
these monsters who brutalised 
these children, and dead or alive 
should be named and shamed. 
Erank Docherty a defender of 
people like us, who are scarred 
forever, tried to take the Catho- 
lic Church to court, [but] in the 
Church’s words, the Statute of 
Limitations “made it go away”. 

I enciose just some of the hor- 
rors Erank and I know about. {An 
article in an English newspaper.

He is Risen 

For three years, Jesus 
taught and trained his disei- 
ples, healing the siek and per- 
forming many miraeles. He re- 
peatedly predieted His own 
murder in Jerusalem. Yet, He 
did not avoid that eity or the 
inevitable events that took 
place there. He did not try to 
free Himself from the hours of 
physical and emotional torture 
inflictedupon Him. Jesus died 
while nailed to a crude wooden 
cross outside the city. While 
He suffered, critics and cynics 
sneered, thieves cursed and 
soldiers gambled for His cloth- 
ing. To the crowd of onlook- 
ers, His claims to be the Son of 
the living God must have 
seemed absurd. Even for those 
who had walked with Him and 
who called Him Master and 
Lord, the execution must have 
dashed their hopes that He was 
indeed the Savior of the world. 
The world scarcely noticed as 
Jesus' friends removed His 
body from the cross that day.

Early on Sunday morning, 
Mary went to the tomb with 
spices, planning to ward off 
the stench of her master’s 
death. As she approached His 
grave she gasped. The stone 
has been rolled away from the 
tomb and His body was no 
longer inside. As Mary wept, 
a man approached. “Why are 
you crying? ” the voice asked. 
She explained the reason for her 
tears and then Jesus spoke her 


name. As Mary recognized 
His voice, her tears of grief 
became shouts of glee. 

If the story had ended at His 
death, Jesus would have been 
no more than a religious figure 
with a finite life span. His res- 
urrection, however, is our 
hope. Christ defeated death 
and took away its sting. Our 
faith is not one which claws 
the air, grasping at straws of 
evidence. The resurrected 
Christ was seen by at least 500 
persons on several different 
occasions. Jesus' followers re- 
ported and recorded His ap- 
pearances so that we can still 
read about them today. He 
talked and ate again with His 
disciples and allowed Tho- 
mas, the doubter, to touch the 
wounds in His hands. 

Christ arose! He is indeed 
the triumphant Victor, the 
Messiah He claimed to be. His 
crucifixion and resurrection 
are pivotal events in world 
history. Through Him God in- 
troduced apian of salvation so 
radical that many still refuse 
to accept it. He is mankind’s 
only hope for eternity. 

“For God so loved the 
world that He gave His one 
and only Son, that whoever 
believes in Him shall not per- 
ish but have eternal life” 
(John 3: 16)

Prime Minister Jose Socrates this week 
confirmed that the Aigarve’s busiest road, 
the region-iong EN125, often referred to 
as ‘the deadiiest road in Europe’ wiii be 
compieteiy renovated by 2010. 



Newspapers say sorry to McCanns, pay £550,000 


Improvement works are al- 
ready on-going, part of a thor- 
oughre-vamp, which, for the first 
time ever, includes visual im- 
provements and careful land- 
scaping. 

“It is the first time we have 
taken on this task as part of the 
complete renovation of a road, 
and not just covering holes up or 
conducting sporadic works”, the 
Prime Minister said. 

Described as an “articulated 
intervention”, to be carried out si- 
multaneously in the Eastern and 
Western Algarve, Jose Socrates 
said one of the main reasons for 
this thoroughness was “to save 
lives”. 

On the other hand, keeping up 
standards for tourism reasons 
was another motivation. 

Visual improvements are also 
high on the priority list, with a 
number of changes planned to 
make the road look better. These 
will include the removal of bill- 
boards and other publicity. 

Separate access roads are to be 
created in areas of intense eco- 
nomic activity, to separate those 
wanting to stop in these areas and 
those who are just passing 
through. 

Sixty-four new roundabouts 
will be built, strategically placed 
to reduce the number of deaths by 
35 per cent. Over the past dec- 


ade, 290 people have been killed 
in road-related accidents on the 
EN 125. 

Overall, an estimated €150 
million will be injected into im- 
proving the 273 kilometre-long 
stretch of road, which should 
commence this year and be fin- 
ished by 2010. 

Meanwhile, in related news, 
PS/Algarve party leader Miguel 
Freitas rejected his opposition’s 
comments last week concerning 
the introduction of toll payments 
on the A22 / Via do Infante mo- 
torway. 

PSD/Algarve leader Mendes 
Botawas accusedby hisPS coun- 
terpart of putting words into the 
Minister of Public Works, Mario 
Lino ’ s mouth, being “completely 
unconcerned by the problems in 
his region”, and having a “lack of 
good sense”. 

The outburst took place 
when Mendes Bota accused 
Jose Socratres last Friday of 
wanting to improve the EN 125, 
so tolls could be implemented 
on the A22 / Via do Infante 
motorway. 

PS/Algarve leader Miguel 
Freitas has refuted this accusation 
and has said tolls will not be in- 
troduced, reiterating that the 
EN125 was being improved to 
reduce the number of fatalities 
that occur on the road. 


Kate and Gerry McCann have 
succeeded in legal action against 
the Express group of newspapers 
accusing them of libel following 
the publication of more than 1 00 
articles they considered to be 
‘ grossly defamatory’ . This week 
their action was successfully re- 
warded with a six-figure payout 
and public apologies on the front 
pages of two of the group’s four 
newspapers, the Daily Express 
and the Daily Star. More apolo- 
gies could follow this Sunday. 


Reportedly, the Express 
Group did not contest or refute 
any of the McCann’s accusa- 
tions, and quickly agreed to meet 
any of the family’ s demands for 
an apology. 

Besides two high profile front- 
page apologies afurther £550,000 
was donated to the ‘Find 
Madeleine’ fund. 

Both the Daily Express and the 
Daily Star published on their 
Wednesday editions’ prominent 
front page apologies entitled 
‘Kate and Gerry McCann: 
Sorry’. 

On the front page of the Daily 
Star, the public apology said: 
“The Daily Star today makes a 
wholehearted apology to Kate 
and Gerry McCann for stories 
suggesting the couple were re- 
sponsible for, or may be respon- 
sible for, the death of their daugh- 
ter Madeleine, and for covering 
it up. 

W e now recognise that such a 
suggestion is absolutely untrue, 
and that Kate and Gerry are com- 
pletely innocent of any involve- 
ment in their daughter’s disap- 
pearance.” 

In a public statement to con- 
firm the McCanns acceptance of 
the public apologies, their 
spokesperson Clarence Mitchell 
said, “Kate and Gerry would like 
to reiterate there is absolutely no 
evidence that Madeleine is dead 
or has been seriously harmed”. 

He also said the couple took 
the action “reluctantly, with a 


heavy heart”, but that the group 
had “overstepped the mark”. 

They also said they hoped the 
Portuguese police would lift their 
official suspect 'arguido' status 
“in the very near future”. 

Friends of the couple said they 
had been angered, by the effect of 
continuous articles suggesting 
they were in some way involved 


in their daughter’s disappear- 
ance. 

They were particularly upset 
by some of the headlines, such as 
‘Find body or McCanns will es- 
cape’, ‘Parents’ carhid a corpse’ 
and ‘McCanns or a friend must 
be to blame’. 

Madeleine has been missing 
for 322 days.
